Agencies break 
ground for new 
'gateway' to bay

Virginia State Park officials, Virginia 
Beach tourism leaders and Mayor Meyera 
E. Obemdorf broke ground Monday on a 
new environmentally-focused visitor 
information center. 

The Chesapeake Bay Center, a 
cooperative effort between the Virginia 
Department of Conservation and 
Recreation, First Landing/Seashore State 
Park, Virginia Beach Department of 
Convention and Visitor Development and 
the Virginia Marine Science Museum, 
among others, will welcome vacationers 
who enter via Route 60 on Shore Drive. 

The 2,500-square-foot center will serve 
as the "Gateway to the Chesapeake Bay," 
complete with outside aquariums, 
environmental exhibits and displays, 
classroom space and a wet lab and touch 
tank developed by the Virginia Marine 
Science Museum. 

"A visitor center with a focus on the 
environment is a natural for Virginia 
Beach which has easy access to some of 
the state's most pristine parks and natural 
areas," said Ron Kuhlman, director of 
marketing and sales for the Virginia 
Beach Department of Convention and 
Visitor Development, which is 
developing plans for the center's 
reception area and exhibits in partnership 
with First Landing/Seashore State Park 
and the Virginia Marine Science 
Museum. 

"Twenty-two percent of the city's 
annual 2.2 million visitors enter Virginia 
Beach by way of Shore Drive, so the 
center's location is ideal in helping to 
better serve vacationers, many of whom 
travel across the Chesapeake Bay Bridge- 
Tunnel from the Eastern Shore," 
Kuhlman said. 

Virginia Beach tourism officials, in 
cooperation with State Park managers, 
National Wildlife Refuge officials and 
regional businesses, already work 
cooperative to publish a self-guided 
brochure of Southeastern Virginia's 
ecological areas — and are planning the 
third Southeastern Virginia Ecotourism 
Symposium, scheduled next spring. The 
idea for a visitor center at First 
Landing/Seashore State Park also grew 
out of the group's discussions. 

Funds to develop the visitor center's 
interior came from Virginia Beach's 
Capital Improvements Program. The 
Virginia Marine Science Museum 
received funding assistance from the 
Chesapeake Bay Restoration Foundation 
to create the wet lab and touch tank. 

The Virginia Beach Department of 
Convention and Visitor Development 
which plans and implements marketing 
strategies to attract consumer, 
convention/meeting and group travelers, 
also operates the Virginia Beach Visitor 
Information Center at Parks Avenue and 
three kiosk locations along Atlantic 
Avenue.

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Safeguard your family

injured by fires. If your house caught fire, 
would you survive? Try to answer these 
simple questions: 

■ Your smoke detector goes off and wakes 
you up. How much time do you have to get 
out of the house? 

■ After your smoke detector goes off, what 
do you do? 

■ You're at the door, so what do you do 
next? 

■ If the door is hot, what should you do? 

■ Once out of your house or apartment, 
what should you do? 

■ How often should you test your smoke 
detector? 

■ How often should you practice a fire exit 
drill? 

Stumped? If you're like many Americans, 
the answers may elude you. National Fire 
Prevention Week, Oct. 5-11, is the perfect 
time to learn the answers, get some valuable 
tips and safeguard your home and family. 
Activities are being planned throughout 
Hampton Roads to make adults and children 
more aware of fire hazards and how to 
prevent them. 

Start your learning with a few rules of 
thumb from Sparky the Fire Dog: 

In general 

■ Common sense dictates that all matches 
and lighters be kept out of children's reach. 

■ Check your cords and wires. Loose cords 
or broken wires are evidence of a very real 
fire danger. 

■ If appliances give off smoke or a burning 
odor, unplug immediately. 

■ If little ones are present, cover unused 
electrical outlets with plastic caps. 

■ Never leave children unattended around 
heat sources, including heaters, fireplaces 
and woodstoves. 

Outdoors 

■ Label products clearly, especially if they 
are poisonous or flammable. 

■ Before adding gasoline to your 
lawnmower, turn off the engine and let it 
cool. 

■ Never throw gas or. lighter fluid on an 
open flame. 

In the kitchen 

■ Turn pot handles inward, or use back 
burners to prevent hot foods from spilling. 

■ When cooking, wear close-fitting sleeves 
or roll them up. 

■ In case of a grease fire, cover the pan with 
a lid and turn off the burner. Never throw 
water on the flames. 

In the bathroom 

■ Never use appliances like hair dryers and 
electric razors near running water or a full 
sink. 

■ Avoid using space heaters in the 
bathroom. 

■ Set hot water heaters to 120 degrees or 
less. 

Should a fire occur, be prepared. The next 
step is by having a fire escape plan. Know 
exactly what steps to take in case a fire 
breaks out. Discover two ways out of every 
room, in case smoke or flames block one exit. 

Also establish a meeting place where 
everyone can convene once outdoors. 
Memorize the number of the fire department 
and have a neighbor's telephone in mind 
where you can make the call. 

Finally, Sparky urges that families not waste 
valuable time trying to save belongings from a 
fire. Get the family out. Items can be 
replaced; people cannot. — V.E.H.

Keep the 'green' for the green

In Washington, D.C., there's a 
fund that represents a golden 
opportunity for Virginia's green 
spaces and wildlife. Unfortunately, 
most Virginians don't know it's 
there. 

This fall Congress could decide 
to appropriate nearly $900 million 
from the Land and Water 
Conservation Fund to protect 
America's beautiful and wild 
places. Or far less. 

Here in Virginia, the fund has 
been crucial in protecting dozens of 
our state's natural treasures over 
the years. Like Back Bay National 
Wildlife Refuge and False Cape 
State Park. James River National 
Wildlife Refuge. The Appalachian 
Trail and the Blue Ridge Parkway. 
Mount Rogers National Recreation 
Area. The Great Dismal Swamp. 
The list goes on and on. 

The Land and Water 
Conservation Fund, instituted by 
Congress 30 years ago, was set up 
to preserve "Irreplaceable lands of 
natural beauty and unique 
recreational value," with its 
funding coming primarily from oil 
and gas royalties. The fund has 



made it possible to save seven 
million acres of land and has 
created 37,000 recreation projects 
across the country — in every state 
of the union. 

Throughout the 1970s Congress 
spent $600 to $700 million 
annually on public land acquisition 
from the fund. But during the 
1980s appropriations fell, and last 
year Congress appropriated only 
$150 million to the fund— for the 
entire country. Hardly enough to do 
the important work of protecting 
our most outstanding natural 
habitats and the wildlife that lives 
there. 

When Congress reconvenes, it 
has the chance to give the fund a 
much needed infusion of cash as it 
determines the amount of money it 
will appropriate for conservation. 
Some in Congress want to bolster 
it to nearly $900 million in 
keeping with the fund's intended 
purpose. 

More money means that we 
could finally protect the scenic and 
productive wetlands that will form 
Virginia's new Rappahannock 
River Valley National Wildlife 
Refuge. More bald eagles roost 
along the forested bluffs of the 



lower Rappahannock than on any 
river in Virginia. Some 200 are 
found along the river each summer. 

Even closer to home, the fund 
could help expand public lands at 
the Great Dismal Swamp National 
Wildlife Refuge. In the last few 
years, about 3,00 privately-owned 
acres within the authorized refuge 
boundaries have been offered for 
sale to the refuge. But no public 
money has been available to 
purchase them. 

Many conservation-minded 
landowners, whether they live on 
the Rappahannock River, in 
Virginia Beach around Back Bay 
National Wildlife Refuge or in 
Chesapeake around the Great 
Dismal Swamp, want to see their 
lands permanendy protected. 

Experiencing our wild lands and 
waters lifts the human spirit, 
improving our quality of life and 
that of generations to come. It is 
time more of the Land and Water 
Conservation Fund goes where it is 
supposed to go: into our natural 
and recreational treasures.

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Have you ever wondered who pi- 
lots all those ships you see in the 
Chesapeake Bay into the various ports 
of Hampton Roads? Well I have, and 
when I 
started re- 
searching in 
order to write 
this article, it 
was ex- 
tremely inter- 
esting. 

Thirty-five 
men belong- 
ing to the Vir- 
ginia Pilot 
Association 
who are on 
call 24 hours 
a day, seven 
days a week, 
bring visiting 
ships from all 
over the 
— — -^^— — world into a 
safe harbor at 
one of our 
Hampton Roads ports, and back out 
again when it is time for them to 
return to the open waters of the Chesa- 
peake Bay. These men, by state law 
are given two hours notice when they 
are needed. 

An estimated 6,000 ships per year 
from all over the world are piloted by 
these Virginia Pilots. Naval, Army 
and Coast Guard ships are not re- 
quired by State Statue to use the Vir- 
ginia Pilots — although the United 
States Navy does frequently utilize 
the service of state pilots and the state 
code reads, "§54.1-916. Discretion 
of pilot piloting vessel - Any pilot 
piloting a vessel shall have full dis- 
cretion as to when the vessel shall be 
piloted to or from sea, or to or from 
any port or place within the Com- 
monwealth or situated within any of 
the waters referred to in (34.1-910. 
The pilot's discretion shall be exer- 
cised in a reasonable way, with a 
view to the vessel's safety as well as 
with a view to the safety of the 
Commonwealth's waters and ports. 
(Code 1950, 554-558; 1988, c. 765.)" 
These pilots, no matter the season 
and whatever the weather, use their 
special talents to pilot these ships at 
any time of the day or night These 35 
men are equal partners, owning the 
building that houses their offices and 
quarters and the launches that take 
them out to their respective pilotage. 
They divide the expenses and share 
in the profits. They have successfully 
managed this Virginia mari timecom- 
merce for 132 years. 

When a pilot has been assigned a 
ship, once on board, after having 
climbed a swaying wooden or rope 
ladder, called the Jacob's ladder, in 
calm or stormy seas, they become 
independent contractors. 

These Virginia Pilots can trace their 
history as far back as 1607 when 
Capt. Christopher Newport, not 
knowing the Virginia waters, took 
three weeks to get to his destination 
at Jamestown Colony after placing 
the wooden cross on land at Cape 
Henry in 1607. 

On subsequent voyages, the local 
mariners began piloting them safely 
back and forth. During this time, any- 
one could claim to be a pilot and it 
wasn't until 1661 when the House of 
Burgess passed its first Navigation 
Act, that the Chief "Pylott's" office 
was established thereby outlining 
some duties of the independent pilots 
and was charged with piloting ves- 
sels and for setting out and maintain- 
ing beacons in all necessary places 
from "Willoughbies Shaole ... to 
James Ci ttie." This office also trained 
apprentice pilots. 

Prior to 1 866 one of the state rules 
specified that the first pilot to lay his 
vessel alongside an approaching 
merchantman got the job — the pilot 
with the fastest boat usually got to 
bring the vessel into a safe harbor or 
out to open waters. 

However, in 1866 when the Char- 
ter of the Virginia Pilot Association 
was formed, rules and regulations 
were soon established and the or- 
derly sequence of pilot assignments 
began. 

In 1866 the only headquarters was 
a large pilot dormitory situated off 
the Virginia Capes, but in 1983 per- 
manent headquarters on land at 
Lynnhaven Inlet was built and be- 
came the home away from home for 
all the pilots in the Pilot Association. 
With the location of this perma- 
nent headquarters next to the Chesa- 
peake Bay, the high speed launches, 
capable of 23 knots and used to get 
the pilots to and from these ships, had 
fast and easy access to the many ships 
coming into Virginia waters. In fact, 
the 7-mile journey from Lynnhaven 
to their rendezvous point at the Chesa- 
peake Bay junction can be made in 22

minutes. The erection of a 4-storied 
control tower with antennae more 
than 100 feet above sea level near the 
Cape Henry lighthouses completed 
the new shore based operation. 

The Virginia Pilots are licensed by 
the state and federal governments. 
To become one of these special people 
you have to be a graduate of an ac- 
credited college, be accepted by ma- 
jority vote of the Association and 
persevere in a rigid five-year educa- 
tional and intensive training program. 
The aspiring Virginia Pilots have 
to stay on premises at the association's 
headquarters 24 hours a day for the 
first two years, after which, for the 
next three years, they can live any- 
where they please but they are on call 
at all times. Each year, 26 to 35 
applications are sent to the Virginia 
Pilot Association — each hoping to 
be one of two chosen to be appren- 
tices in this very select group of pi- 
lots. 

From the time of apprenticeship, 
the Virginia Pilot must acquire and 
maintain considerable knowledge of 
the waters he will be navigating and 
keep up with and notice any changes 
in the channels, bars, shoals, reefs, 
tides, currents and prevailing winds 
at all times as well as knowing about 
the lights, buoys, wharves, docks, 
etc. 

He has to be the best trained, the 
best skilled so as to protect the Com- 
monwealth through safe piloting stan- 
dards. These indispensable men work 
in partnership with the Virginia Port 
Authority, the Hampton Roads Mari- 
time Association, the Coast Guard 
and the Army Corp of Engineers to 
keep the Virginia Waters safe for 
pleasure craft, commercial boats and 
sea going vessels. It is a partnership 
that works. 

The famous New England naviga- 
tor Nathaniel Bowditch wrote in 1 802 
that "... an error in the position on the 
high seas may be rectified by later 
observation, but an in position while 
piloting usually results in disaster." 
In the long record of the Virginia 
Pilot Association, no disaster has 
occurred while under the command 
of a Virginia Pilot 

The late maritime scholar, Marion 
V. Brewing ton said, "of all the mari- 
time community — the masters, 
males, supercargos and tradesmen • 
the most respected members have 
always been the pilots." 

Our praise and thanks go to those 
Virginia Gentlemen Mariners known 
as the Virginia Pilots who are part of 
Virginia's history, in the past during 
the present and in the future. They 
truly are the "Guardiansof the Capes."

%grin Qiosser: Music to fur ears

The Virginia Wesleyan Children's Chorus 
is singing its heart out these days under the 
leadership of a fresh face with an age-old 
love of music. 

Karen Glosser, a Chesapeake resident in 
her ninth year teaching chorus at Great 
Bridge Middle School, adds the Virginia 
Beach-based children's chorus to an already 
full resume. 

The graduate of State University of New 
York at Fredonia and Old Dominion 
University has studied with Jean Ashworth- 
Battle, conductor of the Toronto Children's 
Chorus, and was guest conductor of 
Norfolk's All-City Chorus this spring. She 
was guest conductor for the District IV 
Women's Chorus and is music minister at 
Second Presbyterian Church in Norfolk. 

Glosser developed a love of music at an 
early age. 

"My mother teaches piano, and we were 
always very active in the church. So I was 
involved with music at a young age singing 
in children's choirs at church, playing the 
piano and things like that I was also in the 
band in high school, which I think really 
made me want to go into music. I always 
wanted to teach, but did not know what to 
teach," she said. 

Glosser taught music in Virginia Beach 
for two years before coming to Chesapeake 
Public Schools. Middle school is her 
speciality. 

"This is a great transition age. Music is 
such a neat place for them to be because it 
gives them an opportunity to feel part of a 
group. Children this age need to feel like 
they belong, and music can fill that niche." 

Glosser' s part-time chorus schedule at 
Great Bridge Middle School allowed time 
to accept this latest challenge of conducting 
the Virginia Wesleyan Children's Chorus. 

"I've had an interest in doing a children's 
choir — things you can do that you can't do 
in a public school, like funds to hire more 
outside musicians, more travel with the 
kids, a select group of students," she 
explained. 

After conducting a trial rehearsal, Glosser 
eagerly accepted the position. It calls for 
leading three groups: Canticle Choir, ages 
8-12; Cantabile Choir, ages 13-16; and, 
Young Women at Wesleyan, ages 12-22. 

Teaching young singers, as opposed to 
adults, isn't as challenging as one would 
think. 

"It's very much the same. You change the 
metaphors and your instruction a bit After a 
certain length of time they've had enough 
and want to laugh and have fun — a lot of 
ways the same as adults." 

Between family, three jobs, including 
separate rehearsals for each Virginia 
Wesleyan group, time management is 
important for Glosser's hectic schedule. 

"The key for me is to be really well 
organized and plan ahead. I also have a 
supportive husband, which counts for a lot," 
she smiled. 

No matter how busy the days may get, 
count on Glosser to always make time for 
her special love. 

"Music has always been such an 
important part of my life, and I've learned 
many non-musical skills from it. There's 
working together as a team to have team 
goals — an important life skill. When I left 
high school, I thought that if I could bring 
that to others it would be a lofty goal. Music 
is the vehicle. I would want to teach even if 
I weren't a musician."

flax was the beginning of the 
process. Next the flax had to be 
spun into yam, and then the yam 
had to be woven into cloth. 
Finally, of course, the cloth had 
to be cut and fashioned into 
clothing. 

"If you wanted the cloth to be a 
color, you had to get material to 
dye it, and they used a lot of 
natural materials," Bueche 
added. 

Although Bueche maintains 
that the main objective is to 
develop an appreciation for 18th 
skills of our ancestors, she also 
concedes that "sometimes it's fun 
to do some of these things." 

"It's kind of fun to make a 
candle today where it wasn't fun 
to make them to last for three or 
four months at a time," Bueche 
laughed. "That was a lot like 
work!" she added. 

Ruby Ann Pritchett was on 
hand to demonstrate how colonial 
Virginians dyed their fabric and 
yam. 

"Something that works really 
well for around this area is 
walnut," Pritchett said. "We 
have any number of walnut trees 
right on the property." 

Using walnuts to dye cloth was 
a simple matter according to

The walnuts were gathered up, 
soaked overnight in a pot of 
water, and simmered for a couple 
of hours. After the walnuts were 
removed, the liquid remaining 
was used as a dye. 

Onion, tea, grape leaves and 
even cow urine were also used as 
materials for creating dyes. 

"Other popular dyes were the 
blue dye made from the indigo 
plant and the red dye derived 
from the cochineal beetle," 
Pritchett noted. "The dye fiom 
the cochineal beetle was the dye 
that the Englishmen used to dye 
their red coats." 

Scoutmaster Wayne 
Richardson and the Indian Dance 
Team from Troop 493 were 
costumed participants in a Skills 
and Scout Day demonstration of 
selected ceremonial dances. The 
troop's dance team was a direct 
result of a dance project the 
scouts developed while working 
on the Indian lore merit badge. 

Richardson's Indian dancers 
made a major impression on both 
youngsters and adults. Did the 
extremely favorable public 
reaction surprise Richardson? 

"No, it doesn't," he said frankly. 
"They are usually well received. 
They work very hard at it, and

this is above and beyond all the 
other Scout stuff they do." 

Scout Matthew Miller of Troop 
493 enjoys being part of the 
dance team. "I like this because 
of the entertainment and the 
people, getting out to different 
places, and getting other people 
to join [the Boy Scouts]," Miller 
explained. 

Jane Siedlecki taught 
youngsters how soap was made in 
colonial days. The process 
involved animal fat, fireplace 
ashes and lye. Rachel Weidrick, 
Christina Haines and Alyssa 
Parker from Girl Scout Troop 375 
were very impressed with the 
soap making process. 

The paper marbling 
demonstration conducted by 
Barbara Brubaker captivated the 
imaginations of young people too. 
After producing a marbleized 
creation, more than one 
youngster walked away saying 
"cool" under his or her breath. 

Brubaker explained, "This is a 
craft that for many, many years 
— centuries — was kept secret 
The recipe was actually passed 
down from one generation to 
another." 

"Paper marbling was a craft 
that was practiced by someone 
who was in the business of 
binding books," Brubaker said. 

"They would've used 
marbleized paper for the 
decorative cover and inside," she 
said. "Many times legal 
documents would've had a 
marbleized pattern on the back 
that couldn't be reproduced," 
Brubaker mentioned. "No two 
designs turned out the same," she 
concluded. "It's one of their 
favorites [activities]; I don't know 
why," said Brubaker. "Maybe 
that's because every time they do 
it, it comes out different," she 
postulated. 

Aside from the Indian 
dancers, the hands-on candle 
making operation seemed to draw 
some of the largest numbers. 
Throughout the afternoon, there 
were always youngsters — as 
well as adults — gathered around 
the cauldron of hot wax. 

Ellen Barta attributed the 
youngsters' fascination with

candle making to "being able to 
be close to an open fire." She 
also felt that young people 
enjoyed watching the candle 
"grow" before their eyes; they 
enjoy facilitating the physical 
change of a substance from liquid 
to solid. 

Patricia Renn's spinning wheel 
(vintage 18S0) attracted a good 
deal of attention too. 

"The ribbon on the distaff 
which holds the flax in place in 
order have it spun into yam--in a 
fair setting such as this-would 
indicate the marital status of the 
spinster," Renn explained. 

"Red and pink ribbon would 
indicate an unmarried lady so the 
young men would go around the 
fair looking for all the pink and 
red ribbons." But the blue and 
green would indicate the married 
lady and we were bypassed rather 
much." 

According to Renn, the term 
"spinster" as it was used in the 
18th century did not have the 
derogatory connotation that it has 
today. In the 18th century a 
spinster enjoyed respectable 
status in her district because her 
productivity was highly 
beneficial to the community. 

What was the best 
demonstration at the Lynnhaven 
House's Skills apd Scout Day? 

It depended on how you looked 
at them and upon whom you 
asked. Carly Smith, with Junior 
Troop 459, preferred the candle 
making while Jessica Dick 
enjoyed the Indian dancers 
because of "what they did and 
how they dressed."

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Black rodeo pays 
tribute to cowboy

"A lot migrated to 
Oklahoma," Moody said. "That 
state at one time had many 
wealthy black landowners." 

This rodeo, which is showing 
for the second year in Virginia 
Beach, was named for a 
cowboy who was bom in 1854 
when his family was traveling 
west from South Carolina. "He 
was born on the trail," Moody 
said, "so he was born into 
slavery." 

Pickett began his cowboy 
career early, and by the age of 
10 had already developed the 
technique of "bulldogging, 
which meant that he sank his 
teeth into the lip of the animal, 
and that was one method he 
had of wrestling that animal," 
Moody said. 

This event and other skills 
developed by African- 
American cowboys will be 
featured in this weekend's 
events. 

Pickett was inducted into the 
National Cowboy Hall of Fame 
in 1971, and he was pictured 
on a postage stamp for awhile. 
But as a genre the black 
cowboy was largely ignored 
until 1977 when Lu Vason, 
founder of the Bill Pickett 
rodeo, noticed a handful of 
African Americans 
participating in the Wyoming 



Cheyenne Frontier Day 
Festival. 

He was surprised, curious and 
determined to make other 
Americans aware of the role 
black cowboys had in history. 
Bill Pickett Invitational Black 
Rodeo, which was first held in 
Denver, Colo, in 1984 was an 
attempt to educate the public. 

Friday's events are targeted 
toward schoolchildren from 
across Hampton Roads, and 
Moody said that she 
particularly hopes to target this 
group because of the mystique 
cowboys hold for young people. 

"To the black child and the 
grown black man, this (the 
mystique) has been a two- 
edged sword," she added, 
because cowboys have never 
been depicted as African- 
Americans in movies, books of 
television. 

This weekend's rodeo is part 
Of the "97 Festival of Pride 
sponsored by the African- 
American Cultural Council, 
which aims to bring multi- 
cultural entertainment and 
educational events to the area. 
The festival will continue with 
a free Youth Gospelfest Oct 11- 
12 and a blues and jazz 
concert Oct. 12. Both events 
will be held at the 24th Street 
stage at the oceanfront.

Neptune Festival wraps up 



The first Green Sea Festival is 
set for Saturday, Oct. 18 from 10 
a.m. until 5 p.m. at Northwest 
River Park in Chesapeake. The 
goal of the free festival is to 
highlight and educate the public on 
the importance of conservation as 
it affects the Southern Watershed 
Area. 

When William Byrd surveyed the 
area in 1728, he described it as a 
"green sea" due to the tremendous 
expanses of tall, green reeds. The 
festival will highlight the 
importance of preserving the "green 
sea" area and bring awareness to its 
beauty, culture and history through 



entertainment, displays and 
demonstrations. 

The Southern Watershed Area is 
located in Southeastern Virginia 
and is bordered by the Atlantic 
Ocean on the east and the Great 
Dismal Swamp on the west. The 
area is comprised of three primary 
watersheds — Back Bay, North 
Landing River and Northwest 
River. 

The Back Bay watershed is in 
Virginia Beach, the Northwest 
River watershed is in Chesapeake 
and the North Landing River 
watershed is in both cities. This

Virginia's First Annual Drug-Out 
Day. 

Localities were requested to 
recognize and support education 
about the dangers of drug abuses, 
the penalties to drug crimes, the 
availability of substance abuse 
programs and the need to eradicate 
drug abuse in Virginia 
communities. 

American's drug problem is 
having a great negative impact on 



families, schools, law enforcement, 
court systems and correctional 
facilities in the form of increased 
violence.

Doors open options for a brand-new look 



If your house was built more 
than eight but less than 50 years 
ago, chances are it could use a 
door tune-up. 

The hollow, plain flush doors 
favored by builders during this 
era as an inexpensive alternative 
to solid wood are no longer in 
vogue with homebuyers, says 
Dave Murray, a spokesperson fa 
Premdor, a major North 
American door manufacturer. 

Now, buyers are seeking trendy 
new styles and improved 
construction. 

A typical door upgrade usually 
involves no more than a few 
doors and generally accompanies 
a major renovation in a kitchen, 
bathroom or bedroom. 

But that wasn't the case with 
Irving and Stella Milgrom who 
began a recent renovation by 
throwing out all 20 doors in 
their 25-year-old suburban home.

ranging from about $40 for a 
hollow core door to $65 for new 
solid core Premdor Safe "N 
Sound doors which feature more 
protection against household 
noise and extra fire resistance. 

Do-it-yourselfers fare even 
better on the price of this 
project. For example, amateur 
handyman Allan Chamish 
replaced 17 doors in his 14-year- 
old home for about $3,800, 
including hardware and paint. 

If you're planning a door up- 
grade, here are some tips. 

■ If setting a new door in an 
old frame, first see how the old 
door fits. If it's a good fit, use it 
as a "pattern" to cut the new door 
to size and correctly position 
hinges and lock sets. 

■ Recess hinges so they're 
flush with the door surface for a 
professional look. Paint after 
drilling and routing and before 
attaching hardware.

Protect plants 
from the cold 

Soon most Americans will 
begin to experience the first icy 
reminders of oncoming winter. 

Here are some tips for keeping 
your plants healthy: 

■ Severe climates. To ensure 
plants will survive the winter, 
particularly tender evergreens and 
perennials, mulching is very 
important. A 3- to 4-inch layer 
of leaves or a similar organic 
material helps soil retain 
moisture and prevents or 
decreases soil freezing. 
Windbreaks provide additional 
cold protection, as does covering 
or wrapping plants with burlap, 
frost blankets or a similar 
material. A covering of evergreen 
boughs provides excellent 
protection for perennials, in addi- 
tion to mulch. 

■ Mild-climate southern 
zones. Freezes aren't common in 
these zones, but frost is. 
Covering ornamental and 
vegetable plants with frost 
blankets — sheets of plastic that 
trap warm air under and around 
plants — is usually the best 
choice for cold protection. 

Tropical plants, which are 
damaged at temperatures above 
freezing, are also best protected 
by covering. Banking — 
mounding mulch or soil around a 
plant's base — or trunk wraps 
can be used to insulate plants. 
Extreme cold may injure or kill 
exposed growth, but protected 
trunk and branches survive. 

■ Mild climates. Gardeners in 
these climes often use sprinkler 
irrigation to protect plants from 
cold. Water freezes, releases heat 
and insulates plants at about 33 
degrees. But once ice forms on 
the plant, irrigation must 
continue.

The Platters formed in 1953 in 
Los Angeles and signed to Fed- 
eral Records. Songwriter Buck 
Ram heard their music and soon 
after had them audition for him. 

In 1955 the group changed la- 
bels and recorded the ballad 
"Only You" on Mercury Records.

"The show emphasizes fire 
safety," he said. "We also have a 
kids trailer which stresses home 
fire safety and what to do and how 
to get out if there is a fire."

Southampton Motor Speedway 
near Capron is teaming up with 
the Franklin Fall Festival to host 
the Fall Festival 250 on Saturday, 
Oct. 4.

This year's Fall Festival will 
sport 126 arts and crafts booths, 
30 more than last year. 

Among the newcomers are

Henley finds 
changed story 
hard to take

The residents of the Salem and 
Landstowne Lakes areas are still the 
captive audience of the GTE Virginia 
Beach Amphitheater. 

They questioned the effect the sounds 
from the amphitheater would have on 
their quality of life before the facility was 
built, and they have been complaining 
about the sounds that venture into their 
living rooms since the theater opened 
two seasons ago. 

What bothers councilwoman Barbara 
Henley is that all the questions were 
asked before the amphitheater was 
approved and the answers were 
reassuring. But what the promoters said 
could be done 
before the fact is 
not what they're 
saying after the 
fact. 

Henley Tuesday at 
a city council work 
session pulled out a 
verbatim from the 
public hearing on 
the amphitheater on 
March 28, 1995. 

At that time, Henley asked: 

"You do the best design you can. You 
build the best facility you can and we 
find that noise is a problem in the 
neighborhoods, what options do you 
have to cure it?" 

"One option is we turn it down," 
replied Bill Reid, president of Cellar 
Door which operates the amphitheater. 
"We go back and find out the 105-decibel 
level at the board is not sufficient . . . " 

"But then nobody will play here," said 
Henley. 

Reid said that's not so. "One of the 
things we can do is, in fact, turn it down 

M 

Now, Henley said, the city is being 
told that can't be done. 

"I don't appreciate being told one thing 
when (a project is ) approved and then 
afterward told 'We're sorry; there is 
nothing we can do.'" 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said that 
thousands of people enjoy the concerts, 
but that the integrity of the 
neighborhoods needs to be protected.

might be prejudiced. 

But she was bothered by a memo 
issued by the False Cape Committee 
instructing various city staff members to 
bring in proposals on various aspects of 
how the Little Island Park could be 
developed. 

Under the proposal for a lodge, lodge 
interests would have to exchange private 
property for city-owned property. The 
lodge would be located on part of the 
present park property and the park would 
be moved next door to the beachfront 
houses. 



Many things are involved — the land 
swap, the rezonings, a transportation 
system that would get tourists to False 
Cape State Park and the ultimate redesign 
of the city park. 

At an informal session of council 
Tuesday, Henley questioned the tone of 
the memo which instructed staff 
members to bring in ideas. 

City Manager James W. Spore said 
that the committee was exploring the 
feasibility of upscale accommodations, 
and transportation. Boats are part of the 
consideration, he said, but no plans have 
been made. He said that the city would 



need a half dozen state and federal permits 
and council approval before anything is 
done. 

Henley said that Roger Newill. former 
long-time member of the Resort Area 
Advisory Committee, had asked the staff 
members to come in with plans. She said 
she thought the committee was looking\ 
for someone to build the hotel. 

She said that advanced input from city j 
council and others is needed. She 
that among the suggestions was a 
jitney to get people to False State S(ate 
Park. She said that Robert Matthias, 
assistant to the city manager, was asked 
to get information on a transportation 
system in Back Bay. 

"It's kind of getting big," she 
remarked. 



Pungo pumpkin pickings, other 
crops prove plentiful, promising

Nobody knows if there will be frost 
on the pumpkin before Halloween this 
year, but one thing's for sure. Whether 
you want a Jack-o-Lantern or a 
pumpkin pie, there are plenty of 
pumpkins ripe for picking right now. 

The farm belt is also teeming with 
gourds, Indian corn and fall fruits and 
vegetables, and there are even a few 
tomatoes and peppers left. 

The summer crops are winding down 
now, but daytrippers are still flocking 
to southern Virginia Beach for 
pumpkins, apples and hayrides. Later, 
broccoli, collards and Christmas trees 
will extend this year's growing season 
into December. 

Meanwhile, the cycle keeps turning 
around, and some growers are already 
preparing for next year's crops before 
this season even ends. 

Over on Henley's farm one 
recent day, Jeff Henley was busy 
taking pumpkin pickers on hayrides 
while his brother, Bruce, irrigated 



young strawberry plants in preparation 
for next year's season. 

The farm chores, Bruce explained as 
he waded ankle-deep in the muddy 
field, never stop. 

"There's always something." 

Pumpkins and other fall crops are 
looking pretty good this year, and 
Brace's father, Winky, and farmer 
John Cromwell credit their irrigation 
systems for this year's good yield. 

"If you didn't have irrigation it was 
a bad year," said Cromwell, who sells 
the pumpkins he grows on his New 
Bridge Road farm at a stand on General 
Booth Boulevard. 

His stock includes several varieties 
that range in size from 50 or 60 
pounds to miniature, or "munchkin 
pumpkins" used for decoration. One 
variety, a small, dark-colored pumpkin 
called the "spooky", is particularly 
good for cooking. 

"It's called a pie pumpkin," added 
Cindy Weatherly, who works with 
him at the roadside stand. "It's solid 
inside, like an apple, and you just peel 
it, boil it and run it through the

blender. You can also just scrape it 
and cook it, but it has a different 
texture then. It's something like sweet 
potato pudding." 

The fall business usually picks up 
around mid-October as people prepare 
for Halloween, Cromwell and Henley 
said. They also sells decorative items, 
including gourds, Indian corn and 
squash, but there's plenty of produce 
still available for sale, too. 

Tomatoes aren't as plentiful now 
due to the dry weather and cool nights, 
but growers are harvesting apples, 
sweet potatoes, squash and pears, and 
some are already picking their fall 
crops of green beans and butterbeans. 

"We started picking our fall crop of 
snap beans," Cromwell said, "and next 
week we'll start cutting broccoli." 

Dry weather slowed his broccoli 
crop, Henley added, but he expects 
fresh broccoli to come on line in 
November, and it might extend until 
Thanksgiving.

Beseiged property owner scores victory 



Wins fight against 
muskrats — for now

David M. Rappold likes to watch and 
feed the birds that are attracted to the 
retention pond behind his house at 3949 
Topaz La 

He likes his house which he has been 
trying to upgrade. 

He would like to build a swimming 
pool, too, since the pond water isn't too 
tempting for swimmers. But that's 
another story. 

He would also like to be able to water 
the plants in his garden, but can't 
because of water restrictions. 

But when he started losing parts of his 
property to erosion aided by a contingent 
of muskrats that undermined the soil, he 
decided to bulkhead his property. 

After eight months of trying, Rappold, 
at Tuesday's council meeting, was finally 
granted a temporary encroachment into a 



portion of the city drainage easement that 
will allow him to construct a wooden 
bulkhead and deck. 

Although Rappold didn't officially file 
for the encroachment until April, the 
months it took to reach success — and 
he went into Tuesday's council session 
expecting the worst — was a bit much 
for the uninitiated. 

During a discussion before the 
meeting, he said that he wanted to do 
things the right way, but that perhaps it 
would have been better to do what others 
have done and just go ahead and build the 
bulkhead. 

Rappold, medically retired from the 
Navy, has lived in Virginia Beach for 
seven years and at his present home for 
six years. 

During the year before purchasing his 
present home, he rented an apartment at 
Runaway Bay, where one of the 
enticements was the use of facilities for 
washing cars. But he soon teamed that 
was out of the question because of water 
restrictions. 



Rappold's home is in Salem Villages 
behind the Tidewater Community 
College campus. It was developed by 
Talbot and Associates which has since 
merged into the TAF Group. Remember? 

The TAF building burned down 
recently along with the survey of the 
Rappold property. He would have to get 
another survey, he was told by the TAF 
Group, that would cost $180 to $225. 

More than 20 homes in the subdivision 
have the same problems which the 
owners have tried to fix with or without 
official sanction. Parts of their properties 
serve as passageways for drainage for the 
area through easements which further 
limit the use of their property. 

Rappold said that he had thought he 
had a five-foot easement across his 
property but teamed later it was 10. He 
has a long narrow lot, like the others 
around the lake, and in trying to scrape 
up enough land for a swimming pool, 
looked into have the power lines moved. 
Moving the Virginia Power lines would 
cost $1,500 and the telephone lines 



$1,200. 

Rappold has about given up on the 
pool project 

Before filing for the encroachment with 
the city Rappold got the approval of 
other agencies, like the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

Rappold has been disillusioned about 
the city in other ways. 

In January, a car plowed into his 
kitchen. The speed limit on Topaz is 25 
miles per hour, but the impact divided 
his refrigerator into four parts and tore 
down a fence. 

In fact, three accidents have occurred in 
front of his house although the road 
curves gently. 

His trials and tribulations have started 
Rappold thinking — maybe he should 
move out of the state altogether once he 
has his house fixed up for sale. 

Or maybe, since the muskrat 
population has diminished or disappeared 
and once his has his bulkhead and deck, 
he will find the ambience of Salem 
Villages more to his liking.

MENTAL ILLNESS AWARENESS WEEK 



Far reaching 



Most people do not realize how many 
Americans are afflicted with mental illness. 
What was once considered a family problem 
has finally been recognized as a true disease, 
more prevalent than cancer and far more 
treatable. 

Nationally, the number one reason for 
hospital admissions is psychiatric disorder. At 
any one time, nearly 21 percent Qf all hospital 
beds are filled by people suffering from a 
mental illness. 

Mental illnesses such as manic depression, 
schizophrenia and obsessive-compulsive 
disorder are more common than cancer, 
diabetes, heart disease or arthritis. Mental 
illness is a disease of the brain, biologically 
based and the fault of no one. Unfortunately, 
families carry the stigmas associated with 
mental illness. 

Mentally ill patients and their families are 
stigmatized. Today's culture is more 
understanding of previous generations, but 
the term "mental illness" is still vague to most 
people. Horror movies and television shows 
enhance the stereotypes of portraying killers 
as "psychotic." In reality, organizations such 
as the National Alliance for the Mentally 111 
say those suffering from mental diseases are 
more frequently the victims of crime, rather 
than perpetrators. 

Sadly, those stigmas and popular beliefs 
help keep mental illness in a virtual closet. 
There is shame associated with being 
mentally ill, or having a family member who 
is. The stereotypes keep other people from 
seeking treatment for themselves and others 
— it closes minds and fuels discrimination. 

This week, take a moment to become more 
aware of mental illness. It is not an infrequent 
occurrence, nor something that can be 
blamed on families or individuals. Mental 
illness is a medical disease of the brain, more 
prevalent than most people realize. But 
unlike cancer and other diseases which 
receive more attention, people are still 
grossly unaware of mental illness. That can 
change, but only if people become involved 
and educate themselves.

The expansion of the Youth Program comes 
as the United States sees a need for young 
people to be given the opportunity to help 
others. Community service allows America's 
future leaders to grow through learning new 
skills, leadership development and expansion 
of the social interaction.

Month. The goal is to expand the program 
locally by recruiting 100 new volunteers and 
developing disaster preparedness programs in 
25 additional schools. Several are already 
established in Virginia Beach. Interested 
youth should call Diane Byrd, 464-7581.

In 1800, a study found only 10 
percent of Americans could read. 
Then came Bible societies and tract 
societies, spreading free literature 
across the land.

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Kid-friendly video 
is tool against rabies 
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Many of you know that Virginia 
Beach has been experiencing a rabies 
outbreak since 1992. In addition to 
the 54 raccoons found with rabies, 
one fox, three 
bats and three 
cats have also 
tested posi- 
tive for the 
disease. 

Since the 
epidemic be- 
gan, the Pub- 
lic Health 
Department, 
a state 
agency, has 
provided ra- 
bies educa- 
tion to our 
school chil- 
dren in an ef- 
fort to pre- 
vent this fa- 
— — — — — tat disease 
from being 
transmitted toa 
child, family member or pet. 

Because Virginia Beach has S3 el- 
ementary schools and more than 
37,000 children enrolled, this is a 
major undertaking. 

Last year when the "Kids Against 
Rabies" live program was presented 
to the Board of Health at the Virginia 
Beach Marine Science Museum, the 
Public Health Department received 
rave reviews and many requests to 
"take the show on the road!" 

They decided the best way to meet 
this demand was to make a video tape 
of the program. They wanted to de- 
velop a user-friendly tool — a high- 
action, colorful, and interesting video 
— to reach the people most at risk for 
rabies exposure — elementary-school 
aged children. 

The Video Services Department 
was called upon and knowing some 
redesigning would be necessary after 
viewing the live program, it was taken 
outside into the world of a child at our 
own Princess Anne Park. 

Despite the 100-degree heat, the 
lawn mowers, the Blue Angels' jet 
airplanes practicing for Neptune Fes- 
tival and a few "extras" at the play- 
ground, the project took off and was 
completed after a mere ISO hours of 
taping, recording and editing. 

The 20-minute video is geared to- 
ward a younger audience and makes 
learning about the disease fun! The 
kids learn the "Rabies Rap" and meet 
"Lance, the Wonder Dog," the Kids 
Against Rabies' mascot The video 
tells children about the disease in 
terms they can easily understand, in-

eluding how to pre vent contracting it 
and how to protect their pets against 
rabies. The video even emphasizes 
something about bats. 

"Don't ever pick up a bat, even if 
it's cute," the video proclaims. 

Over the past several years at least 
10 children have had to receive ra- 
bies shots after handling bats. To be 
a "Kid Against Rabies," children must 
promise never to handle a bat With- 
out this message from the video, most 
kids would not even think twice about 
handling a bat 

This newly-released video "Kids 
Against Rabies," produced for the 
Virginia Beach Department of Pub- 
lic Health by the Department of Video 
Services has won two national awards 
— the first being a NACCHO award. 

No, this is not for a cooking con- 
test! NACCHO stands for the Na- 
tional Association of City and County 
Health Officials. This award gives 
national recognition to outstanding, 
significant and innovative activities 
and programs of local health depart- 
ments in the area of environmental 
health. The award was presented at 
the NACCHO's Annual Conference 
and Exhibit in Houston, Texas in 
July. 

In addition, the video has already 
been placed as a finalist in the 18th 
Annual Telly Awards under 
Children's Audience category. This 
national award is very prestigious 
and further illustrates the quality of 
this production. 

Copies of the video are available at 
each municipal library and bookmo- 
bile and are currently being placed in 
each elementary school in our city. 

Remember, "An ounce of preven- 
tion is worth a pound of cure."

On Monday, Sept 29 at about 10 
a.m., a Virginia Beach woman was 
walking in the parking lot of Hill's 
Department Store in the 2800 block 
of Virginia Beach Boulevard when 
she was abducted at gun point The 
woman reports that a white man driv- 
ing an older grey Oldsmobile ap- 
proached her, displayed a handgun 
and ordered her into his car. 

After forcing her into the car he 
drove the woman to die Richmond 
area. Part of the time the victim was 
in the passenger area of the car and 
part of the time she was in the trunk of 
the car. At one point the suspect de- 
manded and was given the victim's 
money. The woman was dropped off 
in Henrico County where she noti- 
fied the Henrico Police Department.

A poster outside Mike Bolton's office 
reveals much about the man inside: "The 
road to success is always under construc- 
tion." 

An inspiring statement, it especially hits 
home for the principal of Virginia Beach's 
Career Development Center. The facility, 
which Bolton describes as "a school within 
a school," offers half-day vocational 
training to about 170 students and is the 
home school for 240 teens who require more 
structured leaching and discipline. 

In his first year leading the Career 
Development Center, Bolton came to 
Virginia Beach from Tulsa, Okla.'s Union 
Public Schools. An acquaintance of the 
Beach's superintendent of schools, Dr. 
Timothy Jenney, he admits to being lured 
East by the "aggressive, dynamic leader." 

"We have the same philosophy, because 
without the students we don't have a job — 
and not just the best students, but all the 
students. If we fail them, we fail ourselves," 
Bolton said. 

He firmly believes that the Baby 
Boomers, his own generation, have failed 
their children and produced a future of 
aimless, unmotivated individuals. 

"Our generation's kids are the only ones 
who haven't done as well as their parents. 
Our parents wanted us to have things better 
than them. We've provided our kids with 
everything and they haven't had to work fa 
anything. Baby Boomers have failed their 
kids. That's the bottom line, and we need to 
straighten it out," Bolton said. 

He believes, however, that it's not too 
late for change with the help of committed 
educators and administrators. Although 
Bolton was "comfortable" in Tulsa, where 
he served as a coach, teacher and 
eventually principal, Jenney's persuasive 
powers finally worked. 

"He's very visionary — and I know what 
that vision is. It took him a while, but he 
convinced me that the kids needed me 
here." 

Now that Virginia Beach is home, Bolton 
is out to change perceptions; namely, about 
the Career Development Center. 

"The perception has been 'I don't want 
my kids to go there because they've got 
drug pushers and weapon wielders,'" Bolton 
said. "What we want kids to know is they 
have a second chance here." 

Often, Bolton said, young people "lash 
out" because they're lacking attention or 
get none at all. Simply explained, he 
continued, "Nobody functions well without 
attention." 

At the Career Development Center, teens 
get that necessary attention on a tier system 
based on behavior. Less stringent discipline 
and attention is paid to the better-behaved 
young people. 

Bolton is especially sensitive to the 
"average, everyday, middle-of-the-road" 
teens who are neither at the top of their 
class nor lagging behind. He views them as 
the forgotten majority. 

"It's a bell-curve situation. In the middle 
is 60 to 70 percent of the total student 
population not getting the attention they 
need. At one end you've got the real 
achievers and the other end is the 10 
percent acting out," he said. 

Bolton knows he's not facing an easy 
situation, but then again the principal has 
never chosen the smoothest path to 
anything. He related to young people from 
experience and proudly snares his story with 
others. 

"There's a quote I like: 'I didn't get old 
being a fool,'" he smiled. "I was raised by 
my grandparents on a farm. We were poor, 
but my grandparents said to have integrity 
no matter what. I didn't have what other 
people had. Consequently, I can sit down 
with these kids and say, 'I've been there.'" 

He achieved his success in life by 
listening to his high school principal. When 
the young Bolton told the older man that he 
didn't always want to be poor, the advice he 
got was simple — "Get a formal 
education." 

Bolton took him at his word, even though 
he had no money for college. 

"It was my only chance. There was no 
gold mine for me, no pot of gold at the end 
of the rainbow," he reflected. 

Bolton got a baseball scholarship to the 
University or Arkansas and, although he 
dreamed of becoming a professional 
baseball player, ended up teaching and 
coaching instead. He also ended up with 
three degrees under his belt and a slew of 




coaching and academic honors. 

None of this, however, conjures the pride 
that Bolton gets when speaking of his 
"success stories," students who have gone 
on to rewarding careers and are raising 
families. While in Oklahoma he kept up 
with their achievements, and admits he's 
probably "in a lot of trouble" with at least a 
couple for slacking off his attention since 
coming to Virginia. Bolton vows to "catch 
up" with them and even has pictures of 
several former students and players 
throughout his office. 

When a student "doesn't make it," Bolton 
admits to feeling just as strongly. 

"That's what sets me apart from the 
typical administrator," he said. "For me, it 
just doesn't work if you don't have a 
concern for the kids." 

Now he's out to make memories — and a 
difference — in Virginia Beach. This 
week's open house at the center offered 
Bolton the chance to meet many of the 
students and their parents. He has dreams of 
starting a mentoring program allowing 
students, teachers and administrators to get 
more personally involved. 

"We have a lot of red tape to work 
through," he said, "but we'll get there 
eventually."

Choral director's new 
youth group is growing

Some talented young singers 
are making beautiful music again 
under a new name, and they've 
brought with them a leader 
familiar to Hampton Roads 
audiences. 

Virginia Vocalis, the latest 
youth choral organization under 
the direction of Linda Vastardis, 
is off to a good start There are 
currently 19 choristers on roll, 
and Vastardis is looking to fill 
additional spaces. 

This season's rehearsals began 
last month. Before that, the group 
performed on "Live at Nine" 
before breaking for summer 
vacation — within just a month 
of its formation. 

Vastardis, a Chesapeake 
resident and choral director at 
Woodrow Wilson High School in 
Portsmouth, anticipates big 
things for Virginia Vocalis. 

But the new group's formation 
hasn't been without controversy. 

"I guess you live and learn," 
Vastardis sighed, referring to her 
June dismissal as director of the 
Virginia Wesleyan Children's 
Chorus. 

The group, formerly the 
Old Dominion University 
Children's Chorus, grew under 
her tutelage. Vastardis was a 
senior at ODU in 1993 when she 
visited director Michael Murphy 
of the university's Community 
Music Academy. 

According to Vastardis, Murphy 
shared his frustration with the 
then-unsuccessful ODU 
Children's Chorus and hired her 
on the spot to lead the 
organization. Immediate 
preparation for the '93-94 season 
began. By September, 34 
choristers were registered and the 
Parent Ouild was formed. 

The first season members 
performed in "Vivaldi's Gloria for 
Young Voices" at Chandler 
Recital Hall. That year they also 
performed with the Virginia 
Choral Society and at the 
university's spring baccalaureate. 

Subsequent seasons were filled 
with benefit concerts, a 
performance in Washington D.C. 
with the Fairfax Children's Choir 
at the Embassy Suites, on the 
White House Ellipse, in the 
Capitol Building and at the 
Basilica of the National Shrine. 

The group was also invited to 
perform during a Hampton Roads 
visit by Norway's King Harald 
and Queen Sonja, followed by 
the chorus' first international 
performance trip to Norway. 

The 1996-97 season brought 
change. According to Vastardis, 



the choir learned it could no 
longer perform outside the 
Tidewater area under the ODU 
name. The university cited 
possible liability in case of an 
accident. 

In turn, the Parent Guild and 
director accepted an offer from 
Virginia Wesleyan College to 
move the group and rename it the 
Virginia Wesleyan Children's 
Chorus. The change was official 
on Nov. 1. 

In itt first year at 
Wesleyan the young singers 
performed at the Children's 
Holiday Choral Festival at 
Disney World, the Founder's Inn 
holiday illumination and 
churches. Following a concert at 
Bayside High School in April, 
Vastardis said she learned her 
contract would not be renewed in 
June as director of the chorus. 

Vastardis admits she was hurt. 

The '96-97 season was her first 
year at Woodrow Wilson, she 
said, and there was much on her 
plate. She said the reason for 
dismissal cited by Wesleyan was 
her schedule and other 
commitments preventing her from 
taking a fuller role desired by the 
college. 

"But I thought I'd pick myself 
up and dust myself off," she said. 

Within two weeks, with support 
from several choristers and their 
parents, the first meeting for a 
new choir was held. Rehearsals 
of Virginia Vocalis began May 5 
at St. Paul's Episcopal Church in 
downtown Norfolk. 

Most of the new group's 
choristers are former members of 
the Virginia Wesleyan and Old 
Dominion choruses. 

"We believe in Linda as a 
choral director," explained Mary 
Lou Andersom of Norfolk, mother 
of 12-year-old singer Lindsay. 
"That's why we came with her. 
She's a talented, wonderful 
person. Children have a rapport 
with her — she reaches them at 
their level." 

Sara Posey of Norfolk, IS, 
made the decision to Join 
Virginia Vocalis after performing 
under Vastardis for five years. 

"She has a vision.," Posey said. 

"And spunk!" added Lindsay 
Anderson. 

Posey said that performing has 
offered her opportunities for self- 
esteem and travel. 

"A lot of people talk about how 
sports give you self-confidence. 
But if you're not good at them, it 
doesn't. Singing is another way. I 
wouldn't have sung with the 
opera or gone to Norway if it 
weren't for this."

Beach, also IS, cited more 
individualized attention in 
Virginia Vocalis and enjoys the 
wide variety of music. The 
repertoire spans jazz, popular, 
folk and classical choral 
selections. 

Myrna Ozo of Chesapeake, 
mother of 12-year-old Cristina, 
was unfamiliar with Virginia 
Vocalis when she learned of the 
new group from a newspaper 
advertisement. 

"My daughter very much loves 
to sing, so I thought this was a 
good chance for her to do it right 
I'm just amazed at how well 
these children can do. It's perfect 
for her because she's learned not 
just words, but technique," Ozo 
said. 

Ron Barham, vice president of 
the Virginia Vocalis Parent Guild 
and father of the group's lone 
male singer, said the chorus 
lacks one thing: "We need some 
boys!"

Bill Byrd of Portsmouth, father 
of 12-year-old Patricia, says his 
daughter is carrying on a family 
tradition by performing with 
Virginia Vocalis. 

"I sang in chorus when I was 
growing up," he shared. 

"Now I sing barbershop quartet. 
Patricia loves to sing. She had a 
choice this year to lay out of 
chorus, piano or basketball. She 
loved chorus so much that it took 
her an hour to convince her piano 
teacher she needed a year off 
(from the instruction)." 

Vastardis said the group is 
"comfortable at 19 singers," but 
she would like to see it grow to 
25 and no more. Her former 
groups, she added, had 40 singers 
or more and were often difficult 
to manage. 

A smaller choir allows her to 
provide more individualized 
attention. 

"We wanted this to be fun — 
to do good choral technique, 
excellent chorale literature and 
just a good time. We're here 
because we want to be here and 
enjoy ourselves," she said. 

Vastardis said that what's 
needed now are a few more 
treble singers aged 8 to 16 "who 
have a love for singing, a natural 
talent and a sincere desire to 
participate in an outstanding 
choral organization."

challenge to scouts in the form of 
wooden hoops for rolling and 
sticks for controlling the hoops.

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Review committee 
on school building 
needs is appointed

Two former superintendents of 
school are on the five-member 
Independent Review Committee 
established on Sept. 2 by city 
council to analyze both the cost 
and scope of renovation/re- 
construction projects for the 
schools. 

The review committee, said 
Mayor Meyera Oberndorf after its 
unanimous appointment by 
council Tuesday, is not a 
committee to prepare for a 
referendum 

The two former superintendents 
are E.E. Brickell, who served 18 
years as superintendent of schools 
for Virginia Beach before his 
retirement in 1986 and will chair 
the committee, and Dr. C. Fred 
Bateman, who served as 

superintendent of schools for 
Chesapeake from 1980 to 199S. 

Other members are the Rev. E. 
Ray Cox, pastor of the New Hope 
Baptist Church, Robert W. Lyons, 
executive director of the Builders 
and Contractors Exchange, and 
Dr. Elaine Witty of Norfolk State 
University. 

Brickell is now president of the 
Eastern Virginia Medical School, 
and Bateman is distinguished 
educator in resident at the School 
of Education at Old Dominion 
University. He teaches some 
classes and trains people interested 
in becoming superintendents. 
Bateman also serves as a 
consultant. 



Council recently deferred action 
on a $63.5 million school 
modernization referendum which 
had been proposed by school 
officials for the Nov. 5 ballot. 

At the time council decided to 
study total school needs, the costs 
and how to finance projects.The 
initial program would have 
involved the additions or 
reconstruction of nine schools. 
However, the city and school staffs 
concluded that a continuing 
program of improvement would 
cover 24 schools at a cost 
approaching $200 million and a 
possible tax impact of eight cents. 

Beyond that the program would 
have to be continued to other 
schools as they aged. 

The first 24 schools were 
expected to be completed in 12 
years in four-year increments. 

City council wanted more time 
to study the total picture and the 
school system essentially agreed to 
the year's deferral. 

Since the school board first took 
its referendum request to city 
council, the issue has been clouded 
further by the Navy's 
announcement of changes in flight 
patterns at Oceana Naval Air 
Station which change the danger 
and sound zones surrounding the 
base. The city already has built two 
new schools to replace two that had 
been in the danger zones of the old 
study and has found that two new 
schools may now be in the danger 
zones. 



Pumpkin pickings look plentiful

Meanwhile, he'll have collards 
for sale as soon as the frost 
strikes "because collards need 
frost to make them tender." 
Later, he'll also be selling fresh- 
cut Christmas trees. 

Butterbeans and corn suffered 
this summer from dry weather, 
but that weather may have 
contributed to a bumper crop of 
hot peppers, according to Juanila 
Swoopes. She and her husband, 
Dave, still have plenty of hot 
and sweet peppers and some 
tomatoes at their Gum Bridge 
Road farm. 

"We hada bumper crop of hot 
peppers." Juanita said. "I even 
canned some of the hot banana 
peppers and they really turned 
out good." 

The Swoops also have turnip 
greens, kale, and scuppemong 
grapes, a large, thick-skinned 
grape with a taste similar to 
Concords. The scuppemongs, 
which grow in a bronze and a 
purple variety are native to this 
area "and the purple ones look a 
little like the wild Fox grapes," 
Juanita said. They're also still 
picking figs although "the cool 
nights have slowed them down, 
and the ones we're getting now 
aren't as good for eating. 
They're good for canning." 

This summer's 

drought isn't over yet, 
Cromwell and Henley said, and 
while recent rains helped the fall 
crops, there's still a need for 
more. 

"The fall crops are looking 
good if you have irrigation," 
Cromwell said. "The rain 



helped, but it came too late for 
getting the crops started." 

Still, Henley added.a long and 
productive strawberry season 
this spring helped compensate 
for later crop damage, "and it 
turned out to be an average year. 
There was some harm done 
by the dry weather, but then 
there's always some harm done 
by something. And the 
strawberries helped make up for 
whatever else was hurt" 

The big question now is when 
the first frost will strike. 
Typically frost doesn't strike in 
this area until November, but 
local folklore holds that if there 
is a premature cold snap it will 
arrive with the October full 
moon. 

Cromwell and Henley say that 
it's as impossible to predict 
frost as it is to predict a 
hurricane, but they add that full 
moons and abrupt weather 
changes do go hand in hand. 

"If I knew when the first frost 
would be I'd be a millionaire," 
Cromwell said. "I don't believe 
in that full moon theory .but you 
usually do get a weather change 
on the full moon. And the way 
the weather's been in the last 
two years, I don't know." 

"I'm not a believer in that 
moon stuff as far as planting is 
concerned," agreed Henley, "but 
that (the belief that frost strikes 
under a full moon) is awfully 
accurate. It's especially accurate 
with the spring cold." 

Last fall, an early cold snap 
brought an October frost and 
several freezes in November, but 
generally frost this time of year 
is too light to do much real 
damage to the hardy fall

vegetables. "The fall crops will 
stay until it's down to about 20 
degrees," Cromwell said. 

"We did have frost in October 
last year," Henley said, "but it 
wasn't a bad one. There was 
one year, about five or six years 
ago, when there was a frost in 
late October that discolored the 
pumpkins." 

The likelihood of that 
happening again this year isn't 
great, though, and one thing is 
almost certain. 

Whether or not the October 



cold snap results in a frost, the 
weather will almost surely warm 
back up again after the full 
moon. And although it usually 
cools off later in November, it 
wouldn't be too unusual to have 
yet another bout of Indian 
summer weather after 
Thanksgiving, according to 
Cromwell. 

"It warms up in late October, 
and a lot of times the first 10 
days of Decemberarewarm,"he 
said.

The city is seeking assurance 
from the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers (COE) that the cost of 
the beach nourishment project at 
Sandbridge will not go beyond the 
$8.1 million budgeted for the 
project. 

City Council Tuesday adopted 
an ordinance which updates a draft 
dated Sept. 11 authorizing the city 
manager to execute a project 
cooperation agreement (PCA) with 



COE. A cost containment measure 
has been addedto the Sept. 11 draft 
to limit the cost to $8.1 million. 

The project, a city-funded, 
federally-sponsored emergency 
beach nourishment project at 
Sandbridge, is a one-time, stop-gap 
measure to allow the city time to 
continue its efforts to obtain federal 
assistance. 

The city has been trying for more 
than 15 years to secure federal 
participation in a sand 
replenishment program. Federal 



participation was authorized by 
Congress in 1992 but a federal 
appropriation has not been made. 
Local funding for the project will 
come from all of the collected 
revenue to date in the Sandbridge 
Special Service district ($1,208 
million), $2.8 million in 
reimbursement from the 
Commonwealth of the purchase 
price for the Camp Pendleton land 
sale and $4.1 million from the 
general fund balance. Federal 
participation is needed to satisfy 



the long-term replenishment needs 
of the beach. 

The 1986 Water Resources 
Development Act established a 
cost-sharing formulas for Corps 
sponsored beach nourishment 
projects at 65 percent federal and 35 
percent local. 

Federal approval of the project is 
predicated on the dedication of the 
beach as a public beach. Most of 
the property rights have been 
acquired from the beachfront 
property owners.

Fall is the time to winterize deck 



Did the summer months take a 
toll on your deck? Is the wood 
looking gray and dingy or stained 
with mildew?

After 
letting the solution sit wet on 
the wood for three to five 
minutes, brush the surface with a 
stiff brush or broom, then rinse 
with water through a garden hose 
or pressure-washer.

The brightener will lift, loosen 
and remove ground-in dirt and 
sun-damaged wood fibers on the 
surface. It also removes stains 
from mildew. The product comes 
in two formulas — one for 
pressure-treated wood, the other 
for cedar and redwood. 

The cedar/redwood formula also 
removes black tannin stains. 
Both formulas are safe to use 
around grass, most plants and 
shrubs since they don't contain 
acid or chlorine bleach. For 
stubborn stains from algae and 
moss you may need to spot- 
scrub with a bleach and water

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solution prior to applying the 
deck cleaner. Don't use chlorine 
bleach or a chlorine bleach-based 
cleaner on the whole deck 
though, as chlorine bleach can 
interfere with the adhesion and 
long-term performance of 
subsequently applied finishes, 
making the wood more prone to 
moisture damage and leading to 
quicker fading or "graying-out." 
Chlorine bleach also leaves wood 
with an artificial 'lightened" 
appearance. 

For removing worn or 
unwanted finishes, use a product 
that removes old sealers, 
varnishes, paints, stains and 
Finishes, without the need for 
prior sanding. Use a strip product 
that works on both oil-base and 
latex coatings, whereas other 
strippings solutions are designed 
specifically for one or the other. 

To maintain and protect your 
newly-cleaned or stripped deck, 
apply a water-repellent finish to 
prevent the wood from splitting, 
warping and splintering. Use 
products that are guaranteed to 
protect wood decks from 
moisture damage for a minimum 
of two years. The finish should 
also contain mildewicides to 
prevent mildew growth. Finishes 
designed for wood are best, as 
most all-purpose sealers designed 
to go on a variety of surfaces —

like wood and concrete — do not 
contain mildewicides. 

Other things you can do to 
prevent damage during the harsh 
winter months include placing 
planters on risers or wheels 
instead of directly on the deck to 



prevent stains, putting rubber 
protectors on the bottom of 
metal furniture to prevent rust 
spots and scratches, and making 
sure gutters drain properly so 
water doesn't flow directly on to 
the deck.

Davies named 
director of 
freedom center 

Dr. Gordon K. Davies has been 
named director of the Center for the 
Study of Religious Freedom at 
Virginia Wesleyan College. 

Davies, who served for 20 years 
as director of the Council of 
Higher Education for Virginia, 
begins his duties this month at 
Virginia Wesleyan. During the 
1997-98 academic year, he will 
work with President Greer and 
the Faculty Advisory Committee 
of the Center. 

He currently is visiting 
professor of higher education at 
the Teachers College of 
Columbia University in New 
York. Next year, with the 
beginning of 1998-99 academic 
year, Davies will be at Virginia 
Wesleyan full time as professor 
of humanities and director of the 
center. 

His tenure with Virginia's 
Council of Higher Education 
began in 1973 with his 
appointment as associate 
director. 

In 1977, he was promoted to 
the position of director of the 
council, the coordinating body for 
19 public and 42 private colleges 
and universities, which include 
some of the nation's finest 
institutions in the 10th largest 
system in the United States. 
These institutions enroll about 
300,000 students and have a total 
annual budget of more than $1.5 
billion. 

Davies was the principal 
architect of numerous initiatives 
in Virginia that have drawn 
national attention. He was a 
member of Virginia's 
Commission on the University of 
the 21st Century in 1988-89 and 
primary author of its influential 
report, which set an ambitious 
agenda for change. 

Davies led Virginia higher 
education to a system-wide 
restructuring aimed at providing 
access for more students, 
increasing the quality of 
institutions and programs, and 
reducing the costs of higher 
education. 

Davis* degrees, all from Yale 
University, are in English and the 
Philosophy of Religion. Before 
coming to the Virginia Council, 
he participated as a dean in 
founding Stockton Stale College 
in New Jersey.

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$23 million technical center 
looks to council for funding

City Council has been asked to support 
the concept of a $23 million technical 
center jointly operated by Tidewater 
Community College and the Virginia 
Beach Public Schools which would have 
the city paying $13 million of the cost 

At a work session, where the concept 
for the center was described by 
representatives of a steering committee 
on the center, council decided to schedule 
the item for the Oct 28 council agenda 
but expressed concern about approving 
something without identifying the source 
of funding. 

Under cost proposals presented by 
Anthony Arnold, facilities, planning and 
construction director for the public 
schools, the 1 37, 193-square-foot building 

Court decision 
forces council 
to reverse vote 
on monopoles

Virginia Beach City Council, prevented 
by a court order from exercising what it 
considers its duty and right, Tuesday 
reversed an earlier decision denying a 
church to use part of its property for the 
erection of communication monopoles. 

Councilman W.W. Harrison Jr., in a 
statement following the vote, charged 
that "we in essence are being held 
hostage by the Federal Telecommun- 
ications Act" 

Councilman Lin wood Branch called the 
court's action a "travesty for democracy." 
Even while casting a unanimous vote 
approving a use permit for the erection of 
the monopoles, council waited for word 
from the Fourth Circuit Court of 
Appeals that would grant the city a stay 
which would delay any action on the 
monopoles until an appeal is heard. 

City Attorney Leslie Lilley had asked 
the court to approve the stay in time for 
Tuesday's council meeting, but no wad 
had arrived by the vote or the end of the 
meeting a little after 3 p.m. 

However, a condition was added to the 
application that if the U.S. District 
Court's decision is reversed or modified, 
approval of the application shall be null 
and void. 

Lilley advised council to reconsider the 
application and vote as it did because to 
do otherwise would place council 
members under risk of contempt and even 
possible jail terms. 

Last March 25, council unanimously 
denied an application of the Lynnhaven 
United Methodist Church for the use of 
its property at 1033 Little NeckRd. to 
allow the use of its property to Primeco, 
Inc., a telecommunications provider, for 
the erection of monopoles. The church 
would receive compensation for the use 
of its land. 

Residents in the Little Neck 
community objected, saying they did not 
need the additional service and that they 
did not want what they considered 
unsightly structures in their 
neighborhood 

Harrison, representative on council for 
the Lynnhaven Borough where the church 
is located, supported the residents and 
was supported by the rest of council in 
denying the application. 
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would cost $22,956,330 with the state 
coming up with $10 million and the city 
providing $1,850,000 in site 
improvements, as well as the city and 
school board contributing $11,106,330 
to the design and construction costs. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Timothy R. Jenney said that the 
operating costs would amount to about a 
half million dollars for both the TCC and 
public school programs. Specifically, it 
would cost $175,000 a year to operate 
the school, $10,000 for routine 
maintenance, $90,000 for custodians and 
five additional staff members at a cost of 
$200,000. 

He said that plans are to combine the 
Career Development Center on North 
Witchduck Road with the Technical and 
Career Education Center on North 



Landing Road where vocational/technical 
education programs would be retained 
The new center would concentrate on 
high tech programs. 

E.T. "Joe" Buchanan, provost of the 
Virginia Beach campus of Tidewater 
Community College where the new 
building would be located, urged council 
to act quickly to give the college time to 
request the 1998 General Assembly to 
fund the project. 

The steering committee has set the 
opening date for the project for 
September 2001 . 

School Board chairman Daniel J. Arris 
said that the board endorsed the concept 
last week. He said that the project has 
many hurdles to overcome but that the 
concept has unlimited possibilities. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf said that the 



concept is exciting, but that if the 
council has a resolution supporting the 
concept would it have to have the $13 
million in hand. 

City Manager James K. Spore said that 
the council would not need the cash in 
hand, but would issue a intent that it 
would do whatever necessary in the 
capital improvement budget to provide 
funding. 

Councilman Linwood Branch asked 
what Norfolk's contribution was to the 
$29 million downtown campus of 
Tidewater Community College. 

Al L. Cecchini, director of facilities 
management and services for TCC, said 
that Norfolk provided $6.5 million of the

Weekend event highlights role of watersheds

When William Byrd surveyed the 
area now known as the Southern 
Watershed in 1728, he described the 
vast expanse of tall, green reeds before 
him as a "green sea." 

Almost 250 years later 
conservationists are pushing to ensure 
that this natural resource remains a 
vital, viable part of the Hampton 
Roads ecosystem. They do that this 
weekend at the first Green Sea 
Festival. 

The Southern Watershed area, 
bordered by the Atlantic Ocean on the 
east and the Great Dismal Swamp on 
the west, is comprised of three primary 



watersheds — Back Bay, North 
Landing River and Northwest River. 

The two cities that are home to these 
watersheds, Virginia Beach and 
Chesapeake, are teaming up to host 
the festival Saturday from 10 am. to 5 
p.m. at Northwest River Park in 
Chesapeake. Next year the event will 
move to Virginia Beach's Munden 
Point Park. 

The goal of Green Sea is to highlight 
and educate the public on the 
importance of conservation and its 
effects on the Southern Watershed 
area. 

The area contains a wealth of natural 
and cultural resources unique to 
Hampton Roads. It boasts a variety of 



agricultural operations, a state park, 
two national wildlife refuges, the 
drinking water supply for Chesapeake, 
rural residential areas, and preservation 
areas held by the state and the Nature 
Conservancy. 

The northern portion of the watershed 
is far more urban in character and 
includes Oceana Naval Air Station, 
suburban housing developments, 
commercial and institutional uses, and 
recreational facilities. 

A grant from the Department of 
Environmental Quality to the Hampton 
Road Planning District Commission is 
making the event possible.

When kisses aren't contracts 

■ Every 15 seconds a woman is battered in 
the United States by her boyfriend, husband 
or live-In partner. 

■ Ninety-five percent of domestic violence is 
directed at women. 

■ There are at least 4 million reported 
incidents of domestic violence against women 
every year. Of these, 20 percent of aggravated 
assaults are within the home. 

■ More than 53 percent of male abusers 
beat their children. 

These statistics, compiled by the National 
Woman Abuse. Prevention Project, aren't 
pretty, yet neither is the problem underlying 
them — domestic abuse. 

Defined as a pattern of physical, verbal, 
sexual and /or emotional battering of one 
person by another, it robs the victim of self- 
esteem and creates a sense of hopelessness. It 
respects no race, gender or social class. 

October is Domestic Violence Awareness 
Month. Across Hampton Roads organizations 
are united to bring attention to this "dirty 
little secret" of America's households. Yet 
understanding why a woman would tolerate 
repeated abuse is often puzzling. 

The reasons women stay are as varied as the 
women themselves. They may feel that the 
violence is their fault, or that they have no 
place to go if they leave. Others accept 
violence in their relationship under the 
mistaken belief that this is just the way of life 
for them. 

But-it doesn't have to be, and Domestic 
Violence Awareness Month is the perfect time 
to make the change — or at least dispel 
myths about this nationwide dilemma. 

Locally, Portsmouth will host a regional 
candlelight vigil against domestic violence at 
Portside Friday (today) at 7 p.m. Mayors from 
area cities will present their proclamations, 
survivors will speak, and victims will be 
remembered. 

There are no easy answers, and still more 
questions, in this war on the homefront. 
During Domestic Violence Awareness Month, 
take the time to learn what you can do to stop 
the violence. — V.E.H. 



CRIME PREVENTION MONTH 

Community empowerment 

October is National Crime Prevention 
Month, and citizens across the country are 
being challenged to take action in driving 
crime from the streets. By taking an active 
role in preventing crime, citizens can actually 
do more to prevent illegal activities than the 
police and courts. By taking away the 
opportunity, the threat is lessened. 

Law enforcement officials say there are 
three elements to the crime — opportunity, 
ability and desire. When someone removes 
one of the three, the crime can't occur. 
Having citizens become involved in crime 
prevention often removes the opportunity, 
resulting in a better environment for all. But 
it only works if residents take an active role. 

This year's Crime Prevention Month theme 
is "The power of prevention: action makes the 
difference." It reflects the belief that when 
prevention becomes everyone's business, 
crime and fear no longer dominate people's 
lives. Experiences in our communities and 
across the country have demonstrated that 
grassroots, collaborative action works. 

A prime example is the Neighborhood Watch 
program that empowers residents and joins 
together members of a neighborhood to help 
each other. By having an entire street active 
in crime prevention, criminals are forced to 
look elsewhere for the opportunities they 
need to commit crimes. 

Locally, Hampton Roads can also boast of 
McGruff safe houses for children, as well as 
new and aggressive community policing 
efforts in Portsmouth, Chesapeake and 
Virginia Beach. Even community cleanups 
represent people banding together to take 
back their streets. 

The worst reaction to crime, violence and 
drugs is to recoil in fear and retreat into 
isolation. This month law enforcement 
agencies, schools and other organizations are 
attempting to increase awareness about 
crime prevention activities. Everyone can 
become involved in crime prevention, even If 
it only involves making one's home more 
secure. 

The police alone cannot make the 
community safe and free from crime. They 
need help. Look around and ask, "Am I 
helping prevent crime?" 
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Campaign rhetoric ignores a vision

"The opportunists, thinks of me 
and today. The statesman thinks of 
us and tomorrow." - Dwight D. 
Eisenhower from a speech at 
Lafayette College, Nov. 1, 1946. 

Political rhetoric would have 
you believe that there is no more 
important issue confronting 
Virginia this fall than the need 
for tax relief. 

While the tax cut message 
may play well with some voters, 
it disregards a number of warning 
signs that suggest that what 
Virginia really needs is a healthy 
dose of investment. If these signs 
are ignored, the next generation 
of Virginians will pay a price far 
greater than the"50 Cents a day in 
personal property tax the average 
citizen now contributes for local 
government services. 

Would it surprise you to know 
that: 

■ Virginia has a lower 
state/local tax burden than all but 
four other states? 

■ Virginia hasn't raised its 
income tax rates since 1972? 

■ Only five states have a lower 
sales tax than Virginia? 

■ Virginia was one of only two 
states in the country that did not 
increase taxes during the 
recession of the early 1990s, 
opting instead to slash billions of 
dollars in spending? 

■ If you compare total sate and 
local expenditures in Virginia to 
other states on the basis of 
personal income, only one state 
spends less on government than 
Virginia? 

This is hardly a spendthrift 
state. Virginia has a long history 
of being tight-fisted and fiscally 
conservative. When times 
required it, however, Virginia's 
leaders have not shied away from 
investing in initiatives critical to 
the state's future prosperity. 
For example, in 1966 the state 



increased its sales tax to launch 
the community college system. 
It's hard to imagine where the 
state would be today without this 
vital component of its higher 
education system. 

In 1986, government and 
business leaders working together 
pushed for higher taxes to 
improve Virginia's transportation 
system. They understood that an 
important element of any 
economic development strategy 
is a reliable transportation 
network. 

What is in our best interest? It 
depends on your vision of 
Virginia in the next millennium. 

If we want our public schools to 
be among the best in the country, 
then tax cuts are not our first 
priority. School construction 
needs are crushing local 
governments in Virginia. Last 
year local governments spent 
$454 million on principal and 
interest to pay back money 
borrowed to build schools; the 
total amount of local government 
debt for schools stands at almost 
$4 billion. 

The Department of Education 
estimates that 7,900 new 
classrooms will be needed across 
the state in the next five years. 
Local tax dollars will not be 
sufficient to handle this 
magnitude of new school 
construction and renovations. 
Virginia is one of only 1 1 states 
that contributes nothing for 
construction of public schools 
other than helping make low- 
interest loans available. 

This long-standing state policy 
must be abandoned. If the state is 
willing to contribute 50 percent 
of the cost of building a jail, 
shouldn't it be willing to 
contribute a like amount for a 
school? Without adequate 
facilities, schools cannot 
accommodate the computer 
technology that universities and 



businesses require increasingly of 
their students and employees. 

If we want our system of higher 
education to be one of the best in 
the country, then tax cuts are not 
our first priority. Forty-three 
states spend more on higher 
education than Virginia docs 
based on expenditures per $1,000 
of personal income. 

College presidents argue that 
investments must be made to 
build and renovate facilities, 
improve technology and provide 
financial aid and tuition relief. 
Virginia's institutions of higher 
learning have always had a good 
reputation, but they require 
reinvestment to keep them 
competitive. -High-technology 
businesses complain that there 
are not enough qualified 
graduates to fill jobs right here in 
Virginia. 

If we want a transportation 
system that allows people to get 
to and from destinations safely in 
a reasonable amount of time, that 
allows companies to ship goods 
and materials efficiently and that 
minimizes damage done to the 
environment, then tax cuts are 
not our first priority. 

A recent report of the 
Commission on the Future of 
Transportation in Virginia 
estimates the state needs to 
spend at least $40 billion more 
than had been projected 
previously to meet critical needs 
over the next 1 8 years. 

I believe that we are at a 
crossroads in Virginia's history. 
We can squander our resources to 
provide a tax break in a low-tax 
state, or we can make the 
investments in education, 
transportation and public services 
that will secure our place in the 
future.

shoulders. To say he was my favorite 
singer would be putting it lightly. I 
adored him, perhaps bordering on a 
grown-up crush. 

It started when I was just a tiny girl 
in the '70s watching his frequent ap- 
pearances on "The Muppet Show" 
when he was enjoying a fruitful, lu- 
crative career. Heck, I even own a 
cassette of the Muppets singing 
Christmas carols with Denver. 
My fascination grew with him, as

he traded in his round spectacles for 
contact lenses and his mophead for a 
mannish cut To me he was hand- 
some in an Iowa farm boy sort of 
way. 

In college, when I took a six-week 
cross country camping trip with five 
girls to study the geology of the United 
Stales, we played basically two per- 
formers on trie tape deck — John 
Denver and Hank Williams Jr. 

John seemed the most fitting, since 
we setting out to discover nature's 
glory and that what he glorified the 
most We wore out those tapes listen- 
ing to his ballads, foot stampers and 
love songs. 

While we climbed through the 
Rocky Mountains in our van, I 
dreamed of visiting his ranch in As- 
pen. When we Whitewater rafted on 
the Snake River, I thought about his 
beloved West Virginia, where 
Whitewater rules. 

Of course, I owned practically 
every recording he ever made, his 
autobiography and other memora- 
bilia. 

I attended two John Denver con- 
certs, one at Busch Gardens while in 
college and the second at the Rich- 
mond amphitheater when I was a 
rookie reporter. Both were magical 
experiences, but particularly the July 
4th performance at Busch Gardens 
on a starry night. 

Back then audience members could 
get as close to the stage as they wanted 
— and I did. I planted myself at the 
foot of the stage, literally at John's 
feet (which I could have touched if I 
wanted, though I know security prob- 
ably would have hauled me off). 

like a lovesick schoolgirl, I gazed 
up at the performer most of the con- 



cert We made eye contact once, and 
my heart skipped a beat. Now I know 
why girls swooned over the likes of 
Elvis. 

Even though I'm a devoted John 
Denver fan, I knew that he wasn't 
perfect. In recent years he had two 
drunk driving incidents, and his ca- 
reer just wasn't what it was in the 
'60s and '70s. He put more and more 
effort in to environmental and humani- 
tarian causes. 

Through the breakup of two mar- 
riages, though, he kept making mu- 
sic. He even dreamed of fly ing in the 
space shuttle, yet that never became 
reality. Instead, he flew airplanes — 
which ultimately cost the pop/folk 
singer his life. 

Some could look at his demise 
while flying in poetic terms. John 
longed to be as free as the eagle and 
hawk, which he sang about, or sailing 
on the ocean aboard Jacque 
Cousteau's Calypso. He yearned to 
see the stars and at the same lime 
come home to country. His music 
was his life. 

Ultimately, one could say that his 
yearnings for freedom cost him the 
greatest freedom of all — life. 

There will be no more country roads 
for John Denver to meander down, 
no more fighting world hunger, no 
more crusading for environmental 
issues such as the rain forest Alaskan 
preservation and Arbor Day, no more 
helping others through his Windstar 
Foundation. 

But most of all. there will be no 
more music. 

John Denver sang that West Vir- 
ginia was "almost heaven ," but I think 
he found the real thing. I'll miss you, 
John.

Zumwalt visit 
most worthy 
of criticism 

I see where Elmo Zumwalt is lec- 
turing at Old Dominion University. 
For those who do not know him, he is 
retired from the Navy and served as 
Chief of Na- 
val Opera- 
tions from 
1970 to 
1974. 1 hope 
during his 
lecture he 
will be can- 
did and tell 
his audience 
what a lousy 
CNO he re- 
ally was. 

Many, in- 
cluding my- 
self, believe 
he was the 
start of the 
downfall of 
the Navy 
with his lib- 
eral social experiments. He started a 
program called U.S. Navy Z-Gram, 
which authorized subordinates to 
bypass their chain of command and 
complain directly to Zumwalt. This 
resulted in the undermining of his 
officers and discipline went to pot 
(no pun intended). 

He shortened cruises, relaxed dress 
codes, allowed curtains in barracks 
and relaxed codes for hairstyles. It 
seemed that under Zumwalt the phi- 
losophy was anything goes. The sail- 
ors of that time looked like refugees 
from Woodstock. They had beards 
and long hair —just like the hippies. 

The Navy has not fared too well 
since Zumwalt's time what with 
things like the USS Iowa explosion 
where the Navy tried to blame the 
disaster on a dead gay sailor, 
Tailhook, problems with gay rights, 
women in large numbers getting preg- 
nant at sea and having to be sent 
home. Naval Academy scandals, the 
Okinawa problem, unexplained air- 
plane crashes and a multitude of other 
problems too numerous to mention. 
It is believed that Adm. Jeremy 
"Mike" Boorda became so disillu- 
sioned that he took his own life. 

Perhaps Zumwalt's age had some- 
thing to do with his inexperience. He 
was the youngest officer to be pro- 
moted to rear admiral at age 44 and 
became a four-star admiral at age 49. 

In a recent interview with Dave 
Addis in the Sunday edition of The 
Virginian-Pilot, Zumwalt said of the 
case of Air Force LL Kelly , "My own 
view is that the way in which the (Air 
Force) Lt. Kelly thing was handled 
was very badly done. I do believe it's 
important that one's personal life not 
be taken into account until its a source 
of public embarrassment to the mili- 
tary services." That is the same old 
Zumwalt liberal philosophy. 

He must have been living in a cave 
for the past several years, because the 
personal lives of service personnel in 
all branches are causing embarrass- 
ment to the military service every 
day .

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Quick care, treatment 
imperative for rabies

As a follow up to last week's col- 
umn, today we are going to discuss 
how to prevent getting rabies and 
what to do in case you happen to get 
bitten by a 
raccoon or 
other animal 
suspected of 
having ra- 
bies. 

Rabies is a 
potentially 
fatal disease 
that is trans- 
m i t t e d 
through the 
saliva of in- 
fected ani- 
mals. Rabies 
is carried by 
warm- 
blooded 
mammals — 
typically rac - 
-— — — — — coons, foxes, 
skunks and 
bats. Cats, dogs 
and livestock can also get rabies if 
they are not vaccinated. 

Although rabies is most often trans- 
mitted by the bite of a rabid animal, 
the virus may also be transmitted by 
a scratch or contact with the anijmal's 
saliva in an open cut, sore or mucous 
membrane (eyes, nose, mouth). 

The Virginia Beach Department of 
Public Health strongly suggests that 
these simple guidelines be followed: 

■ Keep pets on a leash at all times. 

■ Do no approach or touch stray 
dogs or cats, raccoons or other wild 
animals. 

■ Do no touch any dead animals. 

■ Eliminate outdoor food sources 
around the home. Do not feed stray 
dogs or cats or any wild animal. Gar- 
bage containers should be securely 
sealed with lids. After feeding pets, 
bring leftover food inside or dispose 
of it properly. Bird food should be 
placed in a bird feeder inaccessible to 
wild animals. Food stored in out- 
buildings (barns, open garages) 
should be inaccessible to animals. 



■ Avoid contact between yourself 
(or your pets) and wild animals or 
stray dogs and cats: 

■ If you see an animal that appears 
ill or see a raccoon during the day- 
time that exhibits no sign of fear 
(raccoons are normally nocturnal 
animals) report this to Animal Con- 
trol (427-4 158) giving the exact loca- 
tion and leaving your name and phone 
number and avoid any contact with 
this animal. If contact occurs between 
any wild animal and you or your pet, 
contact the Virginia Beach Health 
Department at 491-5940. 

It is imperative that you receive 
medical treatment as soon as pos- 
sible. Call your veterinarian to exam- 
ine your pet for wounds and adminis- 
ter a booster rabies shot. 

If you find any dead raccoons or 
other animals, avoid contact with 
these animals and call Animal Con- 
trol. 

Trapping and removal of raccoons 
is not recommended, however, may 
be necessary for sick or injured ani- 
mals. Keep pets confined to your 
properly. 

■ Vaccinate all pets. 

If you are bitten or scratched by a 
raccoon or other animal: 

■ You should assume you have 
been exposed to rabies. 

■ Clean the wound with soap and 
water as soon as possible. 

■ Allow the wound to bleed, this 
helps clean the wound then wash 
with warm water and soap. 

■ Report the incident immediately 
to animal control or public health 
officials. 

■ Go to your physician or nearest 
hospital immediately — do not wait.

Up close and personal 
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(David J. H([emt: An artful assignment

When Virginia Beach architect David J. 
Klemt isn't designing the next school or 
church, he's extending a helping hand 
through missions, volunteer work and his 
latest endeavor, the Pembroke Kiwanis 
Club. 

These days the local businessman, 
president of Klemt and Associates, is knee- 
deep in arrangements as chairman for the 
club's first art auction. Set for Friday, Oct. 
24 at the Contemporary Art Center of 
Virginia, the evening will benefit the 
Kiwanis' support of Seton House, Special 
Olympics and the Make A Wish 
Foundation. 

"On an annual basis we disperse about 
$20,000 to local charities," said Klemt, who 
hopes the auction with net at least $2,000. 
Supplementary fund-raisers include annual 
runs and golf tournaments. 

The first-time event comes after the 
Pembroke Kiwanis lost two lucrative fund- 
raising ventures — vending at Homearama 
and the Neptune Festival. 

Art for the new event will be provided by 
a professional art firm, and bids will start as 
low as $5. Patrons can view the artwork — 
about 150 to 200 pieces — from 6:30 to 
7:30 p.m. in the art center lobby. Bidding 
runs from 7:30 to 10 p.m., and Grand Affairs 
will provide the catering. 

"We have been working on this for 
several months," said Klemt, promising an 
evening of "food, drink, fun and great art." 

A member of the Pembroke Kiwanis Club 
for two years, Klemt is finishing a one-year 
team on the board of directors and has been 
elected treasurer for 1998. 

"I joined Kiwanis to help give something 
back to the community. I had determined 
that I wanted to be a part of a civic group 
and looked for an organization that I felt 
was very effective in giving to the 
community." 

Giving back is nothing new for Klemt. As 
president of the Society for Christian Design 
Professionals of Hampton Roads, he 
recently returned from a mission trip to 
Honduras where he helped design and 
develop a roof system for a church. 

He also participated in a mission trip to 
the Mexican border with Second 
Presbyterian Church of Nashville, Tenn. to 
work on a community chapel. He has made 
trips to Gonaive and Port-A-Prince, Haiti, 
where he was part of a team that 
masterplanned a market center and planned 
a missionary residence. 

"It's pretty simple when you consider my 
Christian convictions," said Klemt, who 
attends First Presbyterian Church in Norfolk. 
"As an architect I had felt for a number of 
years that I had some God-given skills and 
training that I hadn't had a realistic 
opportunity to utilize. When the first 
opportunity came up when I was in 
Nashville, I thought it was an opportunity to 
use my skills. It turned out I used my back!" 
he laughed. 

When Klemt moved to Hampton Roads he 
learned of the Society of Christian Design 
Professionals. 

"One of our services is to provide design 
services to Third World countries. I'd been 
involved about a year when there was an 
opportunity to go to Haiti and do some 
design work. I jumped on that" 

Over the course of eight months, plans 
came together and, Klemt noted, the 
building "is coming together as we speak."

Other successes mentioned 
were the OTB Virginia Beach 
Amphitheater, the Agriculture 
Reserve Program, beautification 
of Atlantic Avenue, the Lake 
Oaston Pipeline and road 
improvements near City Hall.

Refuge, park 
host special 
week of events

Back Bay Wildlife Refuge is a 
sight worth seeing on a sparkling 
Indian summer day. 

The refuge's interior trails are a 
daytripper's delight right now. 

In this brief interlude between 
the summer heat and humidity 
and before the arrival of the 
migratory waterfowl, which 
signal the dike trail's seasonal 
closure, there's an abundance of 
visual treats waiting for hikers 
and bikers. Goldenrod and other 
wildflowers bloom profusely, 
turtles sun themselves on logs in 
unexpected places and, best of 
all, there's enough wind to drive 
away most of the mosquitoes on 
all but the balmiest days. 

These interior trails will close 
for public use on Nov. 1, about 
the time that waterfowl will 
begin to arrive in this area from 
their Canadian summer homes. 
These birds, most of whom stay 
here for only a few days before 
resuming their journey south, 
need an undisturbed habitat to 
rest, feed and shore up energy for 
the long trip ahead, refuge 
officials say. 

So, although the beach trail 
remains open all winter and 
canoeists can still travel by 
water, there's no inland route 
available for hiking and biking 
into False Cape State Park. 

Right now, though, is peak 
season for visiting the refuge and 
staff members at both the refuge 
and the state park have prepared 
special programs to observe 
National Wildlife Refuge Week, 
Oct. 12-18. 

Bikers, photographers, wildlife 
enthusiasts and fishing buffs will 
particularly enjoy this Saturday's 
events, which begin at 9 a.m with 
a wildlife photography walk. 
Tram rides into False Cape State 
Park, about six miles south of the 
refuge, will also be available. 

Refuge volunteer Richard 
Harris, a wildlife photographer, 
will share some tips on filming 
wildlife and nature. He'll lead 
participants on a two-hour walk 
aimed at teaching some 
techniques for taking pictures in 
a natural setting. 

If you like to share fish stories 
and want to sharpen your fishing 
skills, bring your rod and along 
for a surf rod casting 
demonstration at 1 p.m. The 
demonstration will be conducted 
by the Virginia Beach Sand 
witches, the first all-female 
fishing club in the city. 

Refuge intern Cyrus Brame will 
lead a 10-mile bike tour through 
the refuge at 3 p.m., and an 
interpretative tram tour of the 
refuge and park will begin at 4 
p.m. 

The two-hour tour will 
highlight the varied habitats, 
including the marshes, 
shrublands, maritime forests and 
dunes in this coastal 
environment. An earlier tram 
ride is scheduled for 9 a.m., and 
these tours into False Cape State 
Park will continue until Oct. 31. 

Refuge and park employees 
also plan to present talks on 
wildlife found in the park, 
although specific times for these 
events have not been set. Major 
Benton, assistant manager at 
False Cape State Park, hopes to 
present a slide show on the 
bottlenose dolphin.

Benton will share slides and 
information he gleaned about 
these marine mammals during a 
stint with the Atlantic Bottlenose 
Dolphin Research Project in 
Marathon, Fla. 

Benton, who worked for five 
years on the project, which was 
sponsored by the Chicago 
Zoological Society, said that the 
center aimed to use the dolphin 
as a "hook" for its educational 
program because of that animals' 
mystique. 

People came to see the 
dolphins and we could then teach 
them about the marine 
environment and how they could 
modify their behavior so as to not 
threaten marine animals. 

Many people, Benton said, 
have a "Flipper mentality" about 
dolphins that they acquired from 
a TV program that depicted a 
dolphin with almost human 
characteristics. The center's 
educational program aimed to 
teach people that these animals, 
although highly intelligent, need 
to respected and studied as 
wildlife. 

"The dolphins at the center 
seemed to like to be challenged 
to learn new behaviors," he said. 
The training was aimed at 
teaching animals behavior that 
would make medical testing 
easier instead of just having them 
turn flips and other tricks." 

"We aimed to find out as much 
about dolphins as we could," 
Benton added, and the 
researchers were particularly 
interested in knowing why the 
survival rate for firstborn calves 
is so low. The studies indicated 
that many calves bom to first- 
time mothers die because all of 
the toxins she's acquired in her

body comes out in her first milk," 
Benton said. 

The Refuge, located just south 
of Little Island City Park, will 
also hold a volunteer recruitment 
meeting at 3 p.m. Oct. 25. 

The 7,732-acre refuge was 
established in 1938 to provide a 
haven for migrating waterfowl. 
It's located on a barrier spit 
between the ocean and Back Bay 
and it includes marshes, beach 
and forest. During the winter, it 
serves as a feeding area for snow 
geese, coots, widgeons and other 
waterfowl, but many birds, 
mammals and reptiles live there 
all year. 

Alert hikers can often catch a 
glimpse of a fox, feral hog, or 
deer, and the feral ponies often 
graze within sight of the human 
visitors. Endangered species, 
including the loggerhead sea 
turtle, piping plovers, peregrine 
falcons and bald eagles 
sometimes nest or stay at the 
refuge. 

For those interested in plants, a 
variety of vegetation, including 
marsh grasses, wax myrtle, 
persimmon, pines and live oak 
grow in the park. It's not unusual 
to see snapping turtles and hikers 



need to be alert for water 
moccasins. 

There's also no shortage of 
mosquitoes and ticks during the 
warm months, and even this time 
of the year it's a good idea to 
come well-armed with insect 
repellent. 

The refuge is part of the 
National Wildlife Refuge 
System, which is gearing up for 
its 100th birthday in 2003. 
President Theodore Roosevelt, an 
avid outsdoorman, established 
Pelican Island, Fla. as the first 
refuge in 1903, and SO more 
refuges were added to the system 
during his administration. Now, 
there are over 300 refuges 
located across the country from 
Alaska to Florida. 

"We hope to make all 
Americans aware of the National 
Wildlife Refuge System as 
places to enjoy wildlife, to hunt, 
to fish, to watch and to learn 
about our natural heritage," said 
John Stasko, refuge manager.

Court decision affects council vote

The church and two 
communications providers, 
Primeco and AT&T, appealed 
the decision to U.S. District Court 
under the Telecommunications 
Act which, Lilley said, was 
designed to avoid discrimination. 

U.S. District Judge Raymond A. 
Jackson on Sept 24 found for the 
applicants and ordered council to 
reverse its decision and to 
approve the original application 
of the church. Council was given 
20 days, which ended Tuesday, 
to obey the order. 

The city immediately filed an 
appeal to the Fourth Circuit 
Court. At the same time it 
requested a stay of execution 
which would leave the present 
situation as it is until the appeal 
is heard. The District Court had 
denied a stay. 

Lilley said that his office had 
been in touch with the Fourth 
Circuit clerk's office throughout 
the day, but had heard nothing. 
He said that there was little the 
council could do but to follow the 
order. 

He said the circumstances were 
unusual and "difficult to deal 
with." He said that it was 
difficult to know what the judge 
would do if council did not obey 
the order. He said that council 
members could be held in 
contempt and would possibly 
face some jail time. 

He advised council to approve 
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the application subject to the four 
conditions approved by the 
Planning Commission and 
subject to an added condition 
that if the U.S. District Court's 
decision is reversed or modified, 
approval of this application shall 
be null and void. And that's what 
council did while still hoping that 
a stay would be granted. 

Branch said that he did not 
want to go to jail, but considered 
the order a "travesty for 
democracy. If we can't serve our 
people it's a sad day for 
democracy." 

Harrison said the key word is 
"exercise." 

In a brief statement he said: 

"Madame Mayor, On March 25 
we voted unanimously to deny the 
application of the United 
Methodist Church. 'Voted is the 
key word. We exercised the right 
bestowed upon us by the voters of 
the city of Virginia Beach arid 
made our decision based upon the 
land use we as a body found to be 
in the best interests of the Little 
Neck Peninsula and the city of 
Virginia Beach. 

Today we are forced by Federal 
Court order to vote again. The 
difference this time is that our 
vote is not our full exercise of our 
discretion. We in essence are 
being held hostage by the Federal 
Telecommunications Act and out 
vote is not a free expression of 
how we all feel about this 
application. 

I know that all of you stand with 
me in steadfast opposition to this 
application. 

I reluctantly and with total 
disdain for this process ..." 

Harrison made the motion for 
approval of the application with 
the five conditions.

Kay Kemper, president of 
Capitol Strategies and also a 
member of the steering 
committee, said that in informal 
discussions Virginia Beach 
representatives to the General 
Assembly have been receptive to 
the idea.

More than 400 teens descended 
on the Hampton Roads area this 
week, but they didn't leave 
behind graffiti, trash or disruption.

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Fast-paced Irish dancing 'hops to it' locally

Sharon Hogan's arms, and her 
life are filled with tapes of Irish 
music, imported Irish china and 
Irish jewelry. Petite and bouncy, 
she wheels around, fielding 
questions, displaying items and 
chatting to the small crowd 
gathered around her. 

Hogan, a member of the Irish- 
American Society of Tidewater, 
joked with other long-time 
members and answered questions 
poised by newcomers after a 
recent meeting at the Virginia 
Beach Central Library. 

While the group members 
drank coffee, sipped soda bread 
and invited each other to 
upcoming events, Hogan 
discussed her own Irish heritage 
and how she became interested 
in it. 

Unlike many of the society's 
members, who grew up in Ireland 
or in traditional Irish-American 
families, Hogan said she didn't 
have a lot of exposure to Celtic 
culture as a child. 

Hogan's lived in Virginia 
Beach most of her life, and 
although she always knew her 
great-great grandmother was 
Irish, "we didn't have a lot of 
Irish traditions (in her family) 
when I was growing up." 

It wasn't until she began 
working at Erin's Treasures, an 
Irish Import shop at Waterside 
which she now owns, that "I've

become fascinated with my Irish 
background." 

"My grandmother's grandmother 
came to this country during the 
potato famine, when she was 15," 
Hogan continued. 

"But I'm from a Navy family, I 
lived here most of my life and it 
wasn't until I began working at 
Erin's Treasures that I became 
fascinated with my Irish 
background. 

"On the other hand, New 
Yorker Patrick Sweeney and 
native Irishman Tom Porter, grew 
up immersed in Irish culture, and 
both missed the music, food and 
dancing when they moved to 
Hampton Roads. 

They, like Hogan and 250 other 
Hampton Roads residents from 
the Irish American Society of 
Tidewater, which meets on the 
second Wednesday of each 
month at the Virginia Beach 
Central Library. 

Members of the 17-year-old 
group admit that they're 
something of a paradox in 
southeastern Virginia, with its 
conservative English roots and 



present-day heterogeneous 
population. Still, they say, they're 
attracting more people who, like 
Hogan, want to find out more 
about their heritage. 

Hogan's one of the few locals 
in the .society, however. Some of 
them come straight from Ireland, 
most come from Boston, New 
York or other northeastern cities. 
But few of them, Sweeney 
added, are native-born Virginians. 

"When the group started here it 
was very tiny," he said. "The 
thing here is we have maybe 
three or four people who are 
Southern-born. My belief is that 
the Irish who came to the North 
held their history better, while 
the ones who came down here 
weren't as close together as the 
people living in the cities. 
Basically, the Northerners are 
bringing it (Irish culture) down." 

Some of the members are also 
non-Irish who've become 
fascinated with Celtic culture, 
particularly since the rise in 
popularity of contemporary Celtic 
music. 

"Riverdance (a recent movie 



featuring Irish dancing) had a lot 
to do with the revival of Irish 
music and brought many new 
people into the group," Hogan 
said. 

"Most of my students have seen 
Riverdance or their background is 
Irish," agreed Debbie Souza, who 
teaches Irish dancing to adults 
and children at Golden Slippers 
on Virginia Beach Boulevard. 

"Riverdance really put Irish 
dancing on the map." 

Souza, who calls her recently- 
formed dance group "The Rhythm 
of Ireland," added that "I grew up 
Irish dancing in Boston, and 
entered competitions there." 

Irish dancing was influenced by 
native dances from all over 
Europe, Souza said. In its 
simplest form, it's similar to 
American country dancing, but 
when the tempo picks up "you 
get into tap dancing. Irish 
dancing is very fast dancing," 
and it's that characteristic fast 
pace that fascinates observers 
and encourages many people to 
try it. 

Member* of the Irish Society 
also participate in multi-cultural 
events such as the oceanfront 
festival and an ODU-sponsored 
event earlier this month. They're 
also on hand for the Neptune 
Festival and St. Patrick's Day 
Parade in Norfolk. "We're just 
there to answer questions about 
Ireland," one member said. 

Music is an integral part of the

Helpful tips for a long roof life 



Many homeowners "do their 
shingles homework" when it 
comes to their new or 
replacement roof. But what they 
may not realize is that there's 
more to roofing than just 
shingles! 

Ventilation is a critical 
consideration for roofing and 
energy efficiency — and one 
that's far too often ignored. 

In the 1950s and 1960s, 
typical ventilation products 
included gable vents, roof pots 
and wind-powered turbines which 
only worked when the wind 
moved in a particular direction. 
Some of these products looked 
like smoke stacks while others 
resembled tin pots sitting on a 
roof. Not only were these 
products unattractive, but they 
were typically ineffective in 
achieving their primary purpose 
of roofing ventilation. 

Ridge ventilation was 
introduced in the 1970s as 
homeowners became more 



energy conscious. However, 
early ridge vents were 
manufactured from galvanized 
metal or aluminum that detracted 
from the roof's appearance and 
were often damaged during 
installation and/or severe 
weather. 

Now, with an increasing 
number of home buyers 
requesting more expensive 
architectural shingles, appearance 
has become a key factor in 
addition to energy efficiency. As 
a result, under-the-shingle ridge 
vent systems have become 
increasingly popular. The new 
generation of ridge vents require 
no electricity — only the natural 
flow of air. The nylon matrix 
material allows air to pass 
through while keeping the rain, 
snow, dust and insects out and 
enabling the entire attic to be 
ventilated. 

In the summer, ventilation and 
heat dissipation are key concerns. 
Heat from the sun may cause

very high roof deck temperatures, 
allowing the heat to radiate 
throughout the entire house,-. 
Heat buildup must be relieved by 
ventilating the underside of the 
roof deck. Otherwise, prolonged 
heat will accelerate asphalt 
shingle product aging and 
shorten the life of the roof. 

In the winter, condensation 
caused by ineffective and 
inefficient venting will decrease 
insulation efficiency. A properly 
designed and installed ventilation 
system will remove water vapor 
from the attic before 
condensation can occur that may 
cause wood to mildew, rot or 
expand; plaster to crack or paint 
to peel. 

In order for a roof to perform 
to its full capacity, proper 
control of heat, moisture and 
humidity may cause: 

■ bowing, expansion, 
movement and waviness of the 
roof deck; 

■ blistering, cupping and 
slotting of the shingles; 

■ buckling of the shingles as 
a result of deck movement; 

■ stressing, splitting and 
rotting of wood members; and, 

■ moisture accumulation in 
insulation and premature aging

Councilman W. Joe Newman, who 
voted against the resolution with the 
amendment, pointed out that the two 
resolutions passed previously by council 
asking the Virginia Department of 
Transportation (VDOT) not to consider 
the Southeastern Parkway, then known 
as the Southeastern Expressway, did not 
add any language that would soften the 
opposition. 

He said the more cumbersome the 
language became, the more confusing the 
issue will be. 

Vice Mayor John W. Butt, never an 
enthusiastic supporter of the highway 
himself, said that would leave the door 
open. 

"Then you're saying we will talk with 
them," replied Newman. 



"You're saying you aren't even willing 
to talk," inserted Mayor William E. 
Ward 

The amendment was suggested by 
councilwoman Elizabeth Thornton, but 
the language finally used was suggested 
by Councilman John M. deTriquet. 

DeTriquet said that the resolution 
makes it crystal clear that council 
recognizes that there are specific defects 
in the alignments. 

He said that the defects are not limited 
to the impact on Stillwater Farms, a 
two-year-old community of 29 homes 
north of Kempsville Road, but include an 
impact on a future park in the 
Transamerica development, and future 
school sites in the Centerville 
Turnpike/Elbow Road area. 

The city also has concerns about the 
amount of wetlands mitigation shown in 
Chesapeake and the unaddressed need for 
the future expansion of the Oak Grove 
Connector which also will be impacted. 

De Triquet also said that adding the 



amendment does not weaken the city's 
stand. 

What it does is recognize the issue 
which is very important to in Virginia 
Beach. And since the issue will come 
back again, he said, the city should not 
put itself in a position where it is not 
willing or able to talk. 

He said that a newspaper editorial said 
that the project would be good "for all of 
us," but that "to be good for all of us it 
has to be fair to all of us." 

De Triquet continued that it may take a 
long period of time, if ever, to agree, but 
that council should never give the 
perception of closing the door of 
negotiation, not to anyone. 

The resolution was proposed 
by Newman at the Oct 14 meeting after 
residents of Stillwater Farms, who had 
just recently heard of the proposed 
alignment through their property, taking

Evelyn Hill, chairman of Saturday's 
Drug-Free Day observance at ML 
Trashmore, is convinced that if 
Reaching Out Against Drugs (ROAD) 
"makes a little noise, something will 
happen." 

That something, organizers hope, is a 
commitment by Hampton Roads' 
young people to do more than "Just 
Say No." ROAD wants users to make 
the decision to break the habit and 
educate others not to start. 

"I'm concerned not only about our 
youths, but what drugs can do to all of 
us," said Hill, a former military wife 
who took up the cause in 1982 after 
reading about a drug-related incident 
aboard the USS Saipan. "It was getting 
into the military, and that concerned 
me a lot." 

At first she distributed brochures to 
high schools about the evils and health 
concerns stemming from drug abuse. 



"But after that I really didn't know 
what else to do. I was at a loss," Hill 
said. 

In 1992, however, she met Del. Bob 
McDonnell at a Christmas party and 
shared her desire to see an All- 
American Drug-Out Day, much like 
All-American Smoke-Out Day. At the 
next month's General Assembly 
session, the first Virginia Drug-Out Day 
was declared for Sept. 27, 1993. 

That same year Hill and others began 
working on the Beach's first Drug-Free 
Day at Mt. Trashmore. Although the 
observance date locally is Saturday, 
this marks its fifth anniversary. 

Subsequent Drag-Free Days were 
held at the Virginia Beach Farmers' 
Market, but this year the event returns 
to its original site. 

Joining this effort in 1997 ROAD is 
Bob Bobulinski's Making A Difference 
Foundation, an organization geared to

This year, mayors from all Southside cities 
have also proclaimed Oct. 26 as TBA Check 
Your Smoke Detector Day." 

"Change Your Clock, Change Your Battery" 
organizers know through statistics that home 
fires can kill selectively and dispropor- 
tionately — often claiming the lives of those 
most defenseless. Ironically, one of the most 
powerful solutions to this problem is a simple, 
inexpensive device found in 92 percent of 
American homes — the smoke detector. 

But it has to work to be effective. 

Smoke detector maintenance is one of the 
simplest, most effective ways to survive a 
home fire. A working smoke detector reduces 
by nearly one-half the risk of dying in a home 
fire by providing an early warning. Yet as 
many as one-fourth of these life-saving 
devices are not working because of old or 
missing batteries. 

A simple reminder to change your smoke 
detector battery before it could be too late? 
It's easy; do just what the campaign says and 
"Change Your Clock, Change Your Battery." It 
could be the most important minute you 
spend "falling back."

PETA wages 'meaty' war on tax issue 

Editor 

Columnist Jamie Brown states that some national 
vegetarian organization will want meat taxed because 
they think it's bad for you ("Blame yourself, not the 
advertisers"). 

He's right Meat producers should be taxed, just 
like gas, tobacco and alcohol producers, because not 
only is meat causing heart diseases and cancer, it also 
is killing our environment For example: 

■ More than half of all water used in the United 
States is used to raise animals for food. A vegetarian 
diet requires 300 gallons of water per day: a 
carnivorous one, 4,200 gallons per day. 

■ Forty- five percent of the total land in the United 
States is used to raise animals for food. A vegetarian 
requires one-sixth acre of land to feed himself each 
year, a carnivore requires 3 1/4 acres. 

■ More than half of all water pollution is directly 
attributable to animal agriculture. For example, cows 
produce 20 times more excrement than human beings 
do — 230,000 pounds per second. Much of this ends 
up in our water. 

■ Of all the raw materials and fossil fuels used in 
the United States, more than one-third go to raise 



animals for food. 

■ We have permanently lost three-fourths of our 
topsoil in the United States; 85 percent of this loss 
is directly due to the raising of animals for food. 

■ Rain forests, vital to earth's oxygen supply and 
thousands of animal and plant species are being 
destroyed at a lethal rate; the top cause is the raising 
of animals for food. 

Those who choose to eat meat should pay an excise 
tax on every purchase. By standard economic design, 
we should set the tax at 8 cents per pound, which 
would be paid by the manufacturer. Meat prices 
would go up only a few cents per pound, as part of 
the tax would be absorbed by the corporations and 
part of it would be passed on to consumers, as are the 
gas, tobacco and alcohol taxes. 

Since Brown is worried about vegetables' feelings, 
he should go vegetarian. Vegetarians consume fir 
less vegetables and grain than those who process 
these items through animals.

Bed-hopping

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Virginia Beach has a proud agri- 
cultural heritage. In fact, agriculture, 
so important to Virginia Beach's 
economy in the past as well as the 
present, is 
even de- 
picted in the 
inner circles 
of our City 
Seal by a 
wreath of 
strawberry 
leaves. 

Agricul- 
ture was in 
Virginia 
Beach many 
years before 
Capt. John 
Smith and the 
three ships 
landed at 
Cape Henry 
in April 
— ^— — 1607.TheIn- 
dians were 
growing corn, 
squash and tobacco. Corn has contin- 
ued to be a major crop for more than 
300 years. 

The early settlers occupied the well- 
drained sandy soils bordering 
Lynnhaven River, Pungo Ridge and 
Back Bay. Several of the original 
farmhouses are still standing today. 
Settlement continued into the wetter 
soil as drainage ditches were dug. 

Early agriculture consisted of rais- 
ing corn, wheat and livestock for 
subsistence and tobacco as a cash 
crop. During the 1920s, a transporta- 
tion system was developed to Nor- 
folk and major cities to the north. 
This created a shift from grain to 
vegetable crops. » 

Potatoes, strawberries, sweet pota- 
toes and greens were grown on rela- 
tively large acreage. In addition to 
transporting passengers, the railroad 
to Munden Point was constructed to 
move white potatoes. Potato grading 
stations were located at Back Bay, 
Pungo and Euclid. Dairying was also 
an important industry with more than 
40 dairies in the city during the late 
1940s. Most of the milk was con- 
sumed in Norfolk. 

Nearly all the farms produced poul- 
try with chickens, turkeys ducks and 
wild and tame geese. Princess Anne 
County turkeys are still in great de- 
mand and produced today by a few 
farmers. 

The production of sheep, primarily 
for wool, was a major industry. Hogs 
and beef cattle were produced for 
local consumption and for sale to 
markets in Norfolk. 

The first agriculture fair in Vir- 
ginia was held in Kemps ville in 1952. 
The descendants of the farmers who 
proudly displayed their products are 
still farming in our city today. 

Agriculture today is a major indus- 
try in Virginia Beach. The economic 
impact of agriculture ranks third be- 
hind the military and tourism indus- 
tries. According to the Census of 
Agriculture, there are 156 farms in 
the city, resulting in approximately 
32,700 acres of land under cultiva- 
tion. In 1 996, the economic impact of 
the agricultural community was esti- 
mated at more than $70.1 million, 
based on products valued at approxi- 
mately $21.9 million. 

The major crops are corn, wheat 
and soybeans. The long growing sea- 
son permits soybeans to be grown as 
a second crop following the harvest 
of winter wheat. Most of the grain is

exported through the ports; however, 
some grain is marketed by feeding it 
to hogs. Yields are usually the high- 
est or among the highest in the state. 

There are about 2,500 acres of high 
value crops such as white potatoes, 
strawberries, sweet potatoes, sweet 
com, blueberries and ornamentals. 
Many of the vegetables are marketed 
by pick-you-own, roadside stands and 
the city's Farmer's Market located at 
the intersection of Dam Neck and 
Princess Anne Roads. 

The city has been a leading pro- 
ducer of hogs and is currently ranked 
fourth in the state with about 75,000 
market hogs sold annually. 

Agriculture adds to the diversity of 
the city. The rural charm of the south- 
em part of the city makes it attractive 
to both residents and visitors. 

To help ensure that agriculture re- 
mains a viable industry in Virginia 
Beach, the City Council in 1995 ap- 
proved the Agricultural Reserve Pro- 
gram (ARP). The objective of this 
program is to support the agricultural 
community by helping to keep the 
land base available for farming, mini- 
mize the impact of residential devel- 
opment in agricultural areas, help 
protect environmentally sensitive ar- 
eas and defer the need for major ur- 
ban infrastructure improvements in 
the southern rural part of the city. 

This is a voluntary program which 
allows the city to purchase develop- 
ment rights from landowners and hold 
them in perpetuity. To date, 54 ARP 
applications have been received, and 
the city has purchased the devclop- 
mentrightsfor2,283acres.Thecity's 
goal is to purchase development rights 
for 20,000 acres. 

Agriculture in Virginia Beach re- 
mains competitive due to highly pro- 
ductive soils, good managers, long 
growing season, usually adequate 
rainfall distribution and proximity to 
markets. 

As far as trends are concerned, it is 
projected that traditional grain crops 
such as com, wheat and soybeans 
will continue to occupy the largest 
acreage. However, there is a gradual 
shift to high value specially crops 
such as small fruit and vegetables. 

This trend is consistent with farm- 
ing near most metropolitan areas. 
Swine production will probably re- 
main about the same with some ex- 
pansion by existing producers. 

Farmers are confronted with many 
challenges, such as technological 
changes, intrusion of non-farm rural 
residents and environmental con- 
cerns; however, agriculture will re- 
main a viable industry in Virginia 
Beach for many years to come.

Up close and personal 
'Kevin Pace: ^tchnicaily speaking

Kevin Pace is "wired" for teaching, and 
now the Deep Creek High School 
electronics instructor has the proof — this 
year's statewide Technology Education 
Teacher of the Year Award. 

A Dam Neck resident and 1986 graduate 
of First Colonial High School, Pace credits 
his own shop teacher, Maynard West, with 
providing the inspiration for a career in the 
classroom. 

Now he's returning the favor by 
introducing a new generation of students to 
technology education by instructing 
electronics, physics for technology, and 
power and transportation for the school's 
Controlled Technology component. 

"My high school teacher guided me and 
had a huge influence," Pace explained. "He 
took us all out to Old Dominion and 
introduced us to the right people by trying to 
do the right thing for us. I had an interest in 
woodworking and thought I'd end tip being a 
woodworking teacher. Now I'm glad I didn't 
because that was my hobby — that was my 
love, which I still enjoy today." 

At college he met Fred Culpepper, now 
chairman of the Vocational Advisory 
Council for Chesapeake Public Schools, 
who guided Pace into electronics. 
Culpepper, noting the young man's aptitude 
for the science, made Pace think twice 
about a field of teaching he'd never 
considered. 

"Electronics is such a vast field, and I 
was always scared of the math. When it got 
right down to it, I realized I could do it. But 
I doubt there's anyone in the world who has 
really mastered electronics. I'm still trying 
to learn one little facet at a time." 

He must be doing something right 
considering the statewide accolade. 

"I think it says good things about what I'm 
doing here at school — and about my kids. 
If they've been successful, then I've been 
successful. I tell my wife it's probably one 
of the few honors I'll be able to treasure 
later on — something that you'll only get 
once in your career. It just came so quickly 
for me." 

Signing on in Chesapeake as a long-term 
substitute teacher at Oscar Smith High 
School in 1990, he joined Deep Creek the 
following year and has been there since. 

Affectionately known as "Pace" to his 
students, he is one of those teachers with a 
genuine enthusiasm for his work. 

"But it does wear you down," Pace good- 
naturedly admitted, referring to the around- 
the-clock work that he and his students had 
been doing on a homecoming float for 
weeks. 

"And imagine being asked a thousand 
questions a day," he added. "I truly get 
enjoyment out of their excitement. 
Physically, though, it's demanding. I always 
wondered why my shop teacher Mr. West 
would take a minute before he answered 
questions sometimes. Now I know why. 
Things start swimming up in your head and 
you have to get it all straight" 

At 29, Pace has seen the evolution of 
technology education of the traditional " vo- 
tech" to some sophisticated learning. 

"Technology education has evolved from 
industrial arts. Where industrial arts helped 
the kids go out and get a job in the trade 
field, technology education is still preparing 
them for the workplace — but through 
today's means, computers. One of the 
biggest reasons that technology education 
became what it is today is that they wanted 
a new name to associate with changing 
times. It's not vo-tech; technology education 
is more than that. We're moving at a faster 
pace and teaching with the materials you'd 
find in the workplace." 

Pace is so enthusiastic about the subject 
that in the summers he leaches technology 
education to middle school children, hoping 
to pique their interest at an early age. 

"The kids always say to me, 'Mr. Pace, 
why do you teach? Teachers don't make 
any money. You could make so much more.' 
I'm sure there are better jobs out there, but 
everything isn't tied up in the dollar bill. I 
enjoy my work and love getting up every 
morning. Too many people worry about how 
much money they're going to make, not,' 
doing what they what to do."

cycles of plants and animals. 

"The stages are velcroed onto 
the backdrop, so we can take 
them off and let the kids put 
them back in order," she points 
out One stall pictured a full-size 
cow. Eilers laughed as she 
pointed to the calves stabled 
there. 

"They tried to nurse off the 
picture when we first put them in 
there?" 

The children will also be taught 
how to pot plants and will have a 
classroom of over 220 acres to 
study crop growth. A fiberglass 
cow will be rigged so the 
students can learn how to milk a 
cow. 

At the front of the farm is a 
child-sized Victorian playhouse 
with furniture and pictures 
painted oh the wall. 

"A number of acres will be 
allotted for u-pick strawberries, 
blueberries, raspberries, and other 
crops in time," points out Eilers. 

The farm is already home to 
the horses of the Virginia Beach 
Mounted Police. "It is so 
interesting to watch them wok 
with the horses," says Eilers, 
"that we hope to make that a part 
of our tours." 

Taylor Farms isn't the 
only farm planted in the middle 
of busy Virginia Beach. 

Not far away at the Hunt Club 
Farm Market at 2400 London 
Bridge Rd., revelers can ride the 
original Haunted Hayride before 
taking a saunter through the 
Haunted Graveyard. 

Ten dollars buys you a ticket to 
both, or $7 for those 6 to 10 years 
of age.

The Naval Security Group 
Activity Northwest welcomed 
district Boy Scouts for the annual 
Fall Camporee in Chesapeake 
recently. 

Campmaster Bill Dora couldn't 
have been more pleased with the 
assistance that he received from 
NSGA Northwest officials in 
preparing and organizing 
Camporee. This year's theme was 
"Be Prepared," and the base 
authorities were prepared to aid the 
Scouting program in any way 
possible. 

"The only thing better than the 
facilities here are the people at the 
base that I've worked with to make 
this happen," said Dora. 

"They have gone out of their 
way, bent over backwards to make 
sure that we have everything that 
we need to make this a safe and 
enjoyable weekend," he explained. 

According to Dora, the Tidewater 
Council of the Boy Scouts of 
America is one of the five oldest 
councils in the United States.

job," he admitted. "The first thing 
that I have to do as campmaster is 
to find a competent staff that can 
help me," Dora explained. "I can't 
do it myself — definitely not a one 
man operation," he acknowledged. 

Dora and his staff of twelve were 
all volunteers. "They're all 
dedicated Scouters and parents — 
we get not a dime for this — no 
[■enumeration," emphasized Dora. 
"I give them a shirt That's their 
'thank you' for the weekend," he 
smiled. "For all the work they 
have to put in, that's not much," 
Dora allowed. 

While serving on the Fall 
Camporee committee is certainly 
not lucrative in monetary terms, it 
does have its rewards. 

"We have a reward in that we see 
what our end result is," Dora 
declared. 

"These are the 600 boys that you 
don't read or hear about in the 
headlines or on the news. We have 
600 out here doing something that 
not many people know about," 
Dora stressed. "They're out here 
learning about themselves— what 
their capabilities and their 
limitations are," he contended. 

Dora pointed across the open 
field where teams of Scouts were 
engaged in various competitions 



relating to the weekend theme of 
emergency preparedness. 

"Like the monkey bridge over 
here," he indicated. "It doesn't look 
like much. It's not very high — 
just six or seven feet off the 
ground," he said. "Until you get 
up on top and you're on that 2-inch 
rope balancing in the air," he added. 

That's where Scouts can learn 
about the struggle between fear and 
determination. 

Do they have the will to climb 
back on after they have fallen and 
finish it? Or do they get up and 
quit? Do they have the 
determination to succeed? Each 
Scout who participates leaves with 
a very personal answer. 

Other competitive activities 
involved identifying edible plants, 
conducting emergency rescues, and 
applying survival techniques. 

"We can teach them the raw 
skills like how to tie a knot, how 
to join ropes, and how to make a 
litter," Dora said. 

The emphasis was on applying 
those basic skills in a practical way 
during an emergency situation. 
The focus was on accomplishing a 
task rather than on demonstrating 
the skill. 

"We have given them a problem 
— as much as we can approximate 
a real-life situation, and they're 
supposed to use the Scouting skills 
that they've learned in their troop 
meetings," Dora said. "They're 
supposed to figure out what to do 
and we score them accordingly." 

"Be Prepared," the Scout motto, 
is in reality a dual admonition: Be 
prepared to take care of yourself and 
also to help others who may need 
your assistance. 

Learning to apply Scouting 
skills to practical situations should 
help PAVAB Scouts to be ready to 
overcome the obstacles and handle 
the emergencies that they'll surely 
encounter in their hike through the 
woods of life.

Wesleyan awards contract for design 
of new Mills E. Godwin building 



The Board of Trustees at Virginia 
Wesleyan College has authorized 
the awarding of a contract for the 
design of the Katherine B. and 
Mills E. Godwin Jr. 
Administration Building. 

Hanbury Evans Newill Vlattas 
and Company, Architecture Interior 
Design and Planning of Norfolk, 
the firm who also designed the 
Academic Building now under 
construction, has been selected to 
design the college's first 
administration building. Currently, 
college administrative offices are 
located in the Henry Clay 
Hofheimer U Library. 

The $4 million Academic 
Building and the $3.8 million 
Godwin Administration Building 
are two of the building projects 
included in the current capital 
campaign. Jane P. Batten, chair of 
the Board of Trustees, reported that 
$18.3 million has been received 
on the $25 million Consider the 
Harvest campaign goal. The 
Academic Building is scheduled fix- 
completion by the fall of 1998. 
College officials hope to begin 



construction on the Administration 
Building by mid-1998. 

Trustees approved a budget of 
$21,500,000 for fiscal year 1998, 
representing a 1.3 percent increase 
over last year. Included in budget 
figures is $4,415,000 for financial 
aid, an increase of 2.3 percent over 
last year's figure. 

The operation and maintenance 
budget increased by 2.3 percent to 
$2,127,573. Another significant 
increase is in the computer services 
budget of $415,874, a 38 percent 
increase over last year's total. 

Total enrollment of the 1997-98 
academic year is 1,436, which is 
1.5 percent less than last year's 
total of 1,460. The Registrar 
reported that last May's graduating 
class of 303 students was the 
largest in the college's history. 

This year's freshmen class 
numbered 275. Academic Dean 
Stephen S. Mansfield reported a 7 
percent increase to 335 in the Adult 
Studies Program. "Adult Studies 
continues to be a very important 
part of our academic program," 
Mansfield told the Trustees.

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City opposes Southeastern alignment, but will talk

some homes and eliminating 
access for others, ^took their 
concerns to City Council. 

Council assured the residents 
that it would never approve an 
alignment through their property 
and came up with the resolution 
to state this purpose. 

The first time the city saw 
detailed plans showing the road 
project passing through the 
Stillwater Farms subdivision was 
in of this year when the 
consultant for the highway, 
Michael Baker, forwarded to the 
city aerial photographs showing a 
detailed alignment for the entire 
road project. 

In July, the Chesapeake staff 
informed VDOT and the 
consulting firm that any impact 
on Stillwater Farms, the park site 
and the future school sites would 
be unacceptable. 

The Stillwater Farms property 
has been zoned R-15 residential 
since 1969 so that the project did 
not have to come before council 
for rezoning or approval. 

According to staff, the Planning 
Commission approved the 
preliminary subdivision plan in 
January, of 1994, although the 
staff was aware of a general 
proposed alignment that might 
impact this site, because: 

The planning commission had 
no authority under the subdivision 
ordinance to require either a 
right-of-way dedication or 
reservation, as requested by the 



public works department during 
the development review process. 

The applicant declined to show 
the Southeastern Expressway on 
the preliminary subdivision plan 
and the subdivision review is 
only a code compliance review. 

Also there were no funds 
available at the time to purchase 
the right-of-way previous 
alignments for the expressway 
were general in nature and 
detailed construction plans 
showing what right-of-way was 
needed were not available. In 
addition, substantial vacant areas 
south of Stillwater Farms were 
available for an alignment farther 
south along the Great Bridge 
Bypass. 

Residents had asked council 
why the subdivision was 
permitted under the shadow of 
the highway plans. 

Spearman, of the 200 block of 
Hunter Green Court, who had 
been a member of the Stillwater 
Farms delegation on Oct. 14, 
returned to council Tuesday night 
to support the resolution. 

However, she said that the 
residents still feel threatened, 
especially after reading a 
newspaper article implied that 
there might be retaliation from 
the Virginia Beach by not 
cooperating in projects, such as a 
sewer line that has to pass 
through Virginia Beach to service 
Chesapeake. 

She also said that City 
Manager James K. Spore spoke 



callously when he said, as quoted 
in the article, that he couldn't 
believe that the road project 
could be held up by a 29-lot 
subdivision. 

She said that in Stillwater, 
residents "wonder whether we'll 
have a home next year." She said 
that people are not being 
considered. 

"Who would think that moving 
into a new house that two years 
later our house might be 
destroyed? We don't want our 
homes threatened. We really 
like to feel safe in the 
neighborhood." 

Strong opposition to the 
resolution, prior to the 
amendment, was expressed by 
the Hampton Roads Chamber of 
Commerce, Chesapeake 
Division. 

The amendment, 

however, left the door open for 
the project. 

In reality, the two cities are 
still far apart. Chesapeake, with 
all its other road priorities, 
doesn't have any money to 
purchase right-of-way if a 
suitable alignment is found. Vice 
Mayor John W. Butt and 
councilman W. Joe Newman, 
councilman Butt said 
transportation liaisons, told 
Virginia Beach "we had no 
money to buy right-of-way." 

Butt said, "We've always tried 
to work well with our sister cities 
where we can. Along the way, if 



someone wants a road built, we 
should be the ones to slay where 
the road should be built....We 
have our priority projects in line." 

He said the city first heard that 
the Southeastern Parkway was 
going to be a toll road, and "Now 
I heard it's not going to be a toll 
road." 

Chesapeake, he said, has been 
trying for 30 years to continue the 
Great Bridge Bypass to North 
Carolina and now it is a viable 
project, but with tolls. 

Chamber representatives 
pointed to the economic 
development that would be 
generated by the expressway, and 
Butt said that everyone on 
council wants to support 
economic development. 

He said that a fifth reason 
should be added to the four 
already in the proposed 
resolution, that the city is 
opposed to the Parkway as 
currently proposed. 

The four reasons given in the 
original resolution are that the 
road would pass through the 
middle of an existing new 
subdivision, that it would affect a 
20-acre future park site and 
several school sites in the same 
area, that the amount of wetlands 
mitigation in Chesapeake is 
excessive and out of proportion to 
mitigation areas proposed in 
Virginia Beach, and that the Oak 
Grove Connector, initially a four- 
lane expressway with right-of- 
way for expansion to six lanes, 



will be impacted and no 
provision is being made to 
expand the Connector. 

Newman said that although 
council has repeatedly expressed 
its opposition to the expressway 
it has continuously resurfaced. 
The resolution would send a clear 
signal to Virginia Beach. 

He said that "I'll continue to 
meet with them. ...Sometime you 
have to take an action saying we 
are very concerned about this." 

He said that the Chamber of 
Commerce needs to work with 
the Chesapeake council. 

William Halloran, director of 
the Chesapeake Division of the 
chamber, said that the concerns 
expressed by the citizens of 
Stillwater Farms last week are 
completely legitimate and the 
council's assurances are in good 
order. He said, however, that 
council's votes on the 

expressway have "caused 
concerns about regional 
cooperation." 

He asked that council "let 
Virginia Beach know a good faith 
effort will continue to find 
common ground. Wouldn't it be 
interesting if Chesapeake and 
Virginia Beach became the first 
two cities to just keep at it until 
a resolution to building this road 
is found. 

"in any case, it is a serious 
mistake to build a wall around 
Chesapeake about this or any 
other issue..."

the education and concerns of 
Hampton Roads young people. 
From working hand-on with at- 
risk, troubled or just "middle of 
the road" youths, he bringing a 
fresh perspective. 

"Drugs? The kids will tell you 
it's huge — nothing compared to 
the national numbers being out 
put by the Department of Justice.' 
I think I read somewhere that 8 or 
9 percent was the drug use 
problem. But then the Virginian- 
Pilot did a poll here and around 
80 percent of the kids had tried or 
used drugs within a week of the 
poll," Bobulinski said. 

Marijuana, he continued, is 
"the drug of choice right now, but 
it gets laced with all sorts of 
things like crack cocaine. Then 
the kid is hooked. They've gone 
from a what's considered a soft 
drug to a hard drug and you've 
got a kid who's in big trouble." 

Bobulinski, who has worked 
with young people fighting 
$l,000-a-day habits, knows the 
effects of the drug culture are far 
reaching. He cited violence, 
crime, even traffic accidents as 
spinoff effects. 

He's convinced it's going to 
take more than telling people to 
"Just Say No." 

He feels the "Scared 
Straight" approach is an effective 
method, as is peer testimony. 
Saturday's event will offer the 
latter. Young people on the road 
to recovery through Teen 
Challenge in Newport News will 
share their fust-hand perspectives 
of drug addiction. 

"You turn yourself over to the 
process," explained Bobulinski.

City OK s joini lech center; 
considers capital funding 

TCC, high school students 
will share $23 million facility

City Council Tuesday voted to 
participate in a joint technical and career 
education center with Tidewater 
Community College (TCC) but is 
continuing to explore funding options 
that would lighten the impact on the 
general fund. 

Under the proposal a 137,1 93-square- 
foot center would be constructed On the 
TCC campus at a cost of approximately 
$23 million of which the city will be 
expected to contribute $13 million. TCC 
is requested the 1998 General Assembly 
to come up with the remaining $10 
million. Timothy Kerr, interim TCC 



president, said that he had verbal 
commitment from legislators that the 
money would be there. 

The center would be used jointly by the 
public schools and TCC with a 
concentration on high-tech programs to 
qualify students for high tech, and high 
paying, jobs. Other technical programs 
would remain at the Vocational Technical 
school on North Landing Road. 

E. Dean Block, director of management 
for the city, said that the school would be 
constructed and owned by TCC. He said 
there is nothing in the existing city 
capital improvement program "that 
makes this sort of thing feasible." He 
said that neither the school spending nor 



the city spending in the budget can be 
reduced "there is no fluff in there, and 
that the city is behind in renovations for 
the 1998-99 year. He said that $7.9 
million is in the budget for one project 
— the juvenile detention home and that 
the city is "way underfunded in our own 
building." He said that he also is 
concerned with the uncertainty 
surrounding the EIS (environment impact 
statement) and is looking for other means 
to fund the center. 

He said the city can use charter bonds 
over a three-year period with the ability 
to be reimbursed. 

Leasing the school portion of the 
center may be the best approach, he said, 
the school system would lease their part 
of the facility from TCC for a payment 
equal to the debt service. TCC or another 
agency of the state would issue the debt 
or otherwise finance the entire building. 

Once the debt was retired the lease 



would change to one dollar per year. The 
option would take advantage of the 
state's greater debt capacity and AAA 
bond rating. Also, this method would not 
encumber the city's charter bonds. 

He said that other public funds (state 
grants for economic development), 
regional groups such as the Hampton 
Roads Partnership or EDIP ( Economic 
Development Incentive Partnership) 
funds might be available, but these 
would pay for only part of the cost 

Finally, the private sector may 
contribute to as much as $2 million of 
the cost. He said there is a lot of 
attractiveness to that approach but more 
time is needed The school is expected to 
be open in 2001. 

The worst case scenario, he said, is that 
the city will have to put up the whole 
$13 million. That does not include the

In the late '80s the city decidedit didn't 
want any free-standing billboards and 
passed an ordinance outlawing them. 

Since then the city has gotten rid of IS 
free-standing billboards, according to Pat 
Janesek, zoning administrator, but 50 
still remain. 

One of the SO, a V-shaped billboard 
with four panels located on the south side 
of Shore Drive at Jade Street, has been 
drawing complaints from area residents 
which has stepped up the city's campaign 
to Took for ways to eliminate the 
billboards once and for all. 

But it's not so easy. 

Assistant City Attorney William 
Macali pointed out at a work session 
Tuesday that there's the law to contend 
with. 

The billboards now standing are 
grandfathered. 

That is, they are allowed to exist 
because they were there before the 
billboards were outlawed. Although the 
law also doesn't allow them to be 
replaced say, if they were blown over by 
a storm or otherwise damaged, a loophole 
in the Virginia Beach ordinance permits 
the billboard owners to repair the 
billboards if the cost of the repair is no 
more than half the cost of the billboard. 

Here there is another problem, some of 
the billboards are so old, said planning 
director Robert Scott, that no 
documentation exists on the original cost 
and educated estimates have to be made. 

In the case of the Shore Drive billboard 
the original cost of the billboard is 
estimated at $6,280 and the owners have 
a building permit from the city to spend 
$3,000. 

The most potent tool the city has, said 
Scott, is that the signs have to be 
removed if the property is developed and 
indications are that the Shore Drive site, 
which is approximately 100 by 200 feet, 
will be developed. Scott said that it is 
one of the last undeveloped pieces of

property on Shore Drive. 

Scott said that the problem has to be 
looked at in its totality. He said that the 
city is gradually removing offensive 
signs by a variety of methods and have 
removed 200 on-site signs in two years. 

But Councilman W.W. Harrison Jr., 
who was not on council when the sign 
ordinance was passed, is a little 
impatient. He said that he was not 
anxious to see more development on 
Shore Drive, if that's what it will take to 
get rid of the sign. "I don't want council 
to encourage development just to get rid 
of the billboard....Why don't we just rip 
them down?" 

Councilman Linwood Branch pointed 
out that if any alterations have to be 
made on signs on Atlantic Avenue, they 
have to be torn down. But these are on- 
site signs which are governed by different 
regulations. 

When the ordinance was passed, said 
council woman Reba McClanan, "We had 
some foresighted people on council. All 
wanted the billboards to come down. 
Some future councils were not as 
understanding.''

Something to kick, not crow about

At age 1 1, our eldest daughter set 
her heart on being the first female 
quarterback in the NFL. She had a 
complete Minnesota Vikings 
uniform, shoulderpads, helmet and 
all. It was a dazzling purple, with 
Fran Tarkenton's number on the 
jersey. All fall long, out on the 
side lawn, she practiced hand-offs 
and passing. 

She gave it up after getting shin 
splints and taking up the trumpet. 
The closest she got to realizing her 
dream was getting a Tarkenton 
autograph. I tried to ease her 
disappointment by giving her my 
own treasured pass to Alabama 
practices, personally signed by Bear 
Bryant 

Fast-forward now, 20 years later. 
In Durham, N.C., a female student 
at Duke has filed charges against 
the university and its football 
coach for discrimination. 

After trying out for place-kicker 
as a walk-on for two years, she 
alleges the coach told her last 
spring in the presence of the team 
that she could suit up in the regular 
season, but that he later reneged on 
the offer during preseason summer 
practices. He claimed, she says, 
that her presence would be a 
distraction to the other players. 

In high school, the same girl had 
received all-state honors as the 
place-kicker on an otherwise all- 
male team. As a Blue Devils walk- 
on, the young student kicked the 
winning field goal in the annual 
Blue- White game. Had she been 
added to the team roster, she would 
have become the first woman to 
play NCAA Division 1 football. 



Duke University has 
distinguished itself for its 
exceptionally high academic 
standards and for the success of its 
men's basketball program in both 
athletic and scholastic rankings. 
Frequently first in the nation in 
men's basketball under its class-act 
"Coach K," both men's and 
women's basketball teams at Duke 
rank highly among the top 
universities for academic 
achievements of their players. At 
91 percent the men were sixth and 
at 73 percent the women were 12th 
nationally in 1996 for graduation 
rates. 

By contrast with its basketball 
teams, however, Duke football 
within recent memory has not been 
conspicuous in either athletic or 
academic Top 25 listings. Duke 
was not likely to be risking a 
national crown or even an AAC 
conference title by adding the girl 
to the roster. 

The coach's defense allegedly is 
that the girl's presence would be 
distracting. He would have had a 
stronger case had he allowed her to 
play one game and reached that 
judgment after the fact and with 
evidence on videotape to prove it 

The university's defense is that 
the suit is "frivolous" and no one 
has the right to question a head 
coach's prerogative to sign and 
play whomever he (in football, not 
"he or she") pleases. 

The coach and university will 
"win" this one. Regardless of the 
outcome of her law suit, the girl is 
a senior, and the season likely will 
be over by the time the court acts. 

But Duke will also lose. 



One consequence of the coach's 
decision is that Duke football has 
forfeited its best recent chance to be 
first in the nation in something. 

Another consequence is the 
postponement of the day of gender 
reckoning in college sports that has 
already been passed in admission of 
women to the armed services, to 
the national military academies and 
recently to VMI and the Citadel as 
well, to almost all careers, to 
government service, to the U.S. 
Senate dining room, and to little 
league baseball teams. 

Most women's and men's sports 
pair off in separated but equivalent 
teams: basketball, soccer, golf, 
tennis, track, swimming, 
gymnastics, etc. In the absence of 
separate but equal female football 
teams, football stands 
conspicuously apart Duke's 
distinction may be in being first to 
be tested by suit on this Title DC 
issue. 

Now fast-rewind, back 20 years 
ago — the mid-1970s. It has been 
that long since Duke has had a 
good internal controversy. The 
portrait of its most famous 
alumnus, a president of the United 
States (and known lover of 
football), hung in a place of 
prominence in the Duke Law 
School. Chagrined alumni 
petitioned to have it removed. It 
may still be there. 

The difference between that 
controversy and the current one was 
that Richard M. Nixon had his day 
on the field and was being judged 
post- Watergate, but Heather Sue 
Mercer has not had her day and has 
been judged pre-season. 



Hobnobbing "Wythe" Williamburg's ghosts

I'd like to say that some of my best 
friends are ghosts, but that would be 
pretty far from the truth. As a matter 
of fact, none of my best friends are 
ghosts, nor

In my quest to make contact with 
the spirit world, I've spent more time 
in Colonial Williamsburg than Lord 
Dunmore. 

During the past year, I ' ve read doz- 
ens of books relating to the legends 
and lore of Williamsburg. I've even 
taken an evening lantern tour of the 
town. "The Ghosts of Williamsburg . 
. . And Nearby Environs" by L.B. 
Taylor, Jr. has been added to my 
personal library for ready reference. 
I had it personally autographed for 
luck. The inscription reads: "To Bob, 
In the best of spirits!" 

In spite of all my effort, I've had no 
luck at all at raising the dead. I 
haven't met one lousy ghost At this 
point even a partial sighting would be 
welcome — a headless ghost or even 
just a ghostly head. I really 

am making a concerted effort to be- 
lieve in the world of spirits. I swear. 
One little apparition might help push 
me over the threshold of skepticism. 
Using Taylor's book as my guide, 
I've been haunting spots that seem 
most conducive to spiritual interac- 



tion. 

I've looked behind every headstone 
and tomb in the local churchyard, and 
I'veeven considered entering Bruton 
Parish Church. 

I've been through the George 
Wythe House on the Palace Green a 
dozen times or more — nota spook in 
sight. 

Exasperated, I approached one his- 
toric interpreter at the Wythe House 
and asked her directly, "Is this house 
haunted?" 

"Some people say it is," she re- 
plied. 

"What do you say?" 

"I haven't had any experience with 
ghosts here," she said frankly, look- 
ing me straight in the eye. 

Just what I thought. Those bogey- 
man stories have no real basis. Those 
tales are simply flights of fantasy. 
"All that talk about haunted houses in 
Williamsburg is probably totally un- 
founded," I decided. 

"The Wythe House isn't the one 
where they had the trouble," she 
noted. 

My ears stood straight up — eager 
to hear the rest 

"It's the Peyton Randolph House 
where the real problems occur," she 
said. "They've had people actually 
quit because of experiences they've 
had at that house," she added. 

"Now, we're getting somewhere," 
I thought 

"Have you seen a ghost there?" I 
asked impatiently. 

"No, but my son has," she said. 
She recalled her son's encounter. 

It seemed that a door slammed 
shut, and there was a puff of cold air 
that blew out a candle that her son 
was carrying. When he managed to 
relight the candle, he turned to open 
the door. The door was open. 

"I used to laugh at those stories," 
her son claimed "But I'll never 
laugh at them again," he said. 

I thanked the lady and decided to 
go upstairs to the bedchambers. I 
climbed the stairs to the second level. 



After looking into every room and 
spotting nothing unusual, I turned io 
another interpreter and asked him 
about the Wythe House. "Well.Lady 
Skipwith is supposed to clamber up 
the stairs at midnight," he said. 

"Have you ever seen or heard her?" 
I asked. 

"No, I haven't," he answered un- 
equivocally. "But then I'm never 
here at midnight" he pointed out. 

I decided to check out the Peyton 
Randolph House. 

Walking across the Palace Green, I 
look the most direct path past the St. 
George Tucker House to the Peyton 
Randolph House. It was closed to 
visitors. I walked slowly around the 
white clapboard building and looked 
in the windows. I saw nothing out of 
the ordinary. There were some men 
building a smokehouse in the back- 
yard.bul there wasn'ta ghost in sight. 

Disappointed, I left shaking my 
head. I've been in that house any 
number of times; the most frighten- 
ing thing about the Peyton Randolph 
House has to be the family portraits 
inside. Those familial visages could 
stop a clock as well as a ghost 

Still no luck! I decided to check 
out the Ludwell-Paradise House 
which allegedly harbors the spirit of 
Mad Lucy Ludwell. I must have 
stood outside for fifteen minutes — or 
more. Again, there was no sign of 
anything even remotely unusual. 

Although my year-long search 
through Colonial Williamsburg has 
not put me in touch with a single 
apparition, the lore and legends of the 
town's inhabitants — ghostly and 
otherwise — have certainly added a 
little zest to my experience.

We received the checks as 
usual and deposited them in another 
bank where we have our checking 
account. 

Lo and behold, a few days laterone 
of the interest checks was returned to 
us marked "payment stopped." In all 
my life I have never heard of a bank 
stopping payment on its own interest 
checks unless requested to do so by 
the customer in case of loss, theft etc. 

We had made no such request. 

To say that I was ticked off is an 
understatement I called the bank and 
asked for an explanation. After sev- 
eral minutes talking to the manager, 
it was obvious to me that he didn't 
have the foggiest idea as to what had 
caused the problem, but said he would 
check and let me know. Afteracouple 
of days with no answer, I called back 
and advised the manager that if my 
check was not forthcoming soon that 
I was going to charge the bank inter- 
est on my interest check upon which 
payment had been stopped. 

That got some action. Later in the 
day, I was advised by the bank man- 
ager that another check had been 
mailed from Tennessee and that it 
would take a few days to get here. 
That made me even madder because 
they sent it regular mail instead of a 
faster method. 

There is always some humor even 
in the face of the seriousness of a 
situation. The bank that "stopped 
payment" on their own interest check 
tried to get me to open a checking 
account with them. What gall?

Over the next few months as you 
visit some of the city's parks and

New trees, 
shrubs and 
marsh plants 
will be 
present at 
these sites as 
a result of an 
■— — ■ "■^— "■""■" innovative 
program be- 
ing imple- 
mented through the support of the 
Planning Department's Environ- 
mental Management Center. 

Over time, these sites will begin to 
resemble conditions found naturally 
in healthy areas along our shorelines, 
and hopefully will begin to contain 
the same kinds of wildlife found in 
those healthy areas, as well. 

These new restoration projects are 
the latest examples of an innovative 
idea developed several years ago by 
staff in the Planning Department, 
working in cooperation with staff 
from the Virginia Marine Science 
Museum, the General Services De- 
partment, the Parks and Recreation 
Department and the Agriculture De- 
partment. 

These people got together with 
other folks from First Landing/Sea- 
shore State Park, Back Bay National 
Wildlife Refuge, Oceana Naval Air 
Station, Little Creek Amphibious 
Base, the Virginia Dare Soil and 
Water Conservation District and vol- 
unteers from area businesses, civic 
and environmental organizations and 
formed the Habitat Enhancement 
Committee. 

The committee is dedicated to con- 
serving and restoring vegetation along 
dune lines, shorelines and marsh ar- 
eas in the city. It receives limited city 
funding, such as monies which are 
collected as civil penalties from wet- 
lands and sand dune ordinance viola- 
tions, augmented by periodic grant 
funding from the Virginia Coastal 
Resources Management Program and 
the Virginia Department of Forestry. 

With this limited amount of fund- 
ing and a lot of creativity and energy, 
the Habitat Enhancement Commit- 
tee has accomplished an impressive 
list of projects over the past few years, 
including: 

■Urban street tree planting project 
in Landstown Meadows subdivision. 

■Natural shoreline buffer creation 
along Canal #2 in Oceana Industrial 
Park 

■ Tree nurseries at Green Run 
High, John B. Dey Elementary, Hol- 
land Elementary and Parks Annex 
Offices. 

■ Dunes restoration at Camp 
Pendleton and Jade Street 

■ Natural shoreline buffer restora- 
tion at Great Neck Park and Pem- 
broke Meadows Elementary. 

■ Shoreline erosion restoration at 
Haygood Park. 

■ Wetlands restoration at Back 
Bay National Wildlife Refuge, Little 
Creek Naval Amphibious Base, West 
Neck Creek at Dam Neck Road, 
Oceana Naval Air Station at Owls 
Creek, the Virginia Marine Science 
Museum and the city's Wetlands 
Mitigation Bank in Creeds.

By early next year, this list of 
projects will grow to include:

Park. 

■ Shoreline erosion restoration at

Projects in the planning stages for: 

■ Shoreline erosion restoration at 
Lotus Gardens Park. 

■ Buffer restoration at a new ca- 
noe access on London Bridge Creek 
near Virginia Beach Boulevard 

■ Shoreline erosion restoration and 
shoreline buffer restoration at 
Munden Point Park. 

■ Dune restoration at Little Island 
Park. 

Many of you may ask, why is this 
kind of work being done? 

First, the city has many properties 
which need conservation and resto- 
ration work to not only improve natu- 
ral value for wildlife but to curb ero- 
sion and protect property values. 

Second, these sites can be a tre- 
mendous demonstration of methods 
and techniques which private 
homeowners and businesses can em- 
ploy to correct similar problems they 
are facing. 

Third, these projects promote a low 
costandcnvironmen tally responsible 
means of solving problems while 
advancing environmental quality and 
stewardship of our natural resources. 

Fourth, these kinds of projects 
greatly improve the beauty and desir- 
ability of our city, enhancing our 
attractiveness for residents and visi- 
tors alike. 

Fifth, the projects help promote a 
sense of community among all par- 
ticipants, enriching the city and all 
participants in the process. I am cer- 
tain there are many other benefits, as 
well.

Mayor Meyera OSerndorf: Making time

Meyera Oberndorf isn't one to just sit 
around and wait for things to happen. 
Her schedule is a testimony to that. 
Rounding up a dizzying month of Breast 
Cancer Awareness Month appearances. City 
Council meetings, ribbon cuttings and many 
other obligations that come with the title of 
"mayor," she's back on her old stomping 
grounds for an unhurried interview. 

Oberndorf has two hours before her next 
engagement — practically an eon in an age 
of 15-second sound bites — and has chosen 
the Kempsville Library as the meeting site. 
The place was appropriate enough. After all, 
it was an appointment to the Virginia Beach 
Public Library Board that launched her 
career in public service in 1966. 

Thirty-one years later, Oberndorf is 
serving her third term leading the resort city. 
She has the honor of being the first woman 
— and first popularly-elected — mayor in 
the history of Virginia Beach. 

But that's putting the cart before the 
horse. Before getting fully under way with 
her "Up Close and Personal," Oberndorf 
said none of that would have been possible 
"without giving credit where credit is due." 
It goes to her husband of 36 years, Roger, 
a retired Coast Guard captain and the "man 
behind the scenes" who keeps her running. 

"If I hadn't had a husband who supported 
me," Oberndorf stressed, "none of this 
would have been possible." 

Their days start as early as 4:30 a.m., and 
by 7 a.m. Oberndorf could be leading a 
meeting, making a special appearance, 
popping in at a school or handing out honors 
at a breakfast awards ceremony. 

"But my latest thing," she said proudly, 
"is that I've been exercising three times a 
week. When I was young I was a ballerina, 
which gives you the chance for a real 
workout. Everybody's going to see a 
physically-fit mayor." 

She mused, "I even told my husband that 
I was so glad that I had supported the 
recreation centers in Virginia Beach, 
because now it's paying off!" 

Hectic mornings lead into harried 
afternoons and evenings. On days when she 
had office hours the mayor could have a 
meeting scheduled every half hour until 5 
p.m. But the day hardly ends there. 
Oberndorf reckons she attends at least two 
events a night 
No "must-see" TV for her? 
A simple reply: "No TV." 
Oberndorf seeks her slices of solace by 
curling up with a good book when time 
allows — maybe a mystery thriller by 
Richmond writer Patricia Cornwell — and 
tunes in to National Public Radio while 
driving. 

Her job has made for many interesting 
moments, too. Oberndorf s eyes sparkled at 
one the "strangest" requests she got: to be 
wrapped in cellophane and holiday lights 
and serve as a "living" Christmas tree. 

"But it had just rained," she chuckled, 
"and Roger pointed out that it wouldn't be 
wise to stand in water with lights wrapped 
around me. I'd be a big conductor!" 

She's learned a couple of valuable lessons 
in her years of public service — that if 
something looks easy, it's probably not 
And diplomacy. Actually, she promoted the 
latter long before taking public office and 
firmly believes people should "sit down and 
work things out." 

As mayor, she has strongly emphasized 
the importance of economic development. 
Through her leadership, Virginia Beach saw 
more new business relocations and existing 
business expansions last year than in the 
previous five years combined. She has 
traveled to China, Japan and Norway to 
further economic development and cultural 
relations. 

Oberndorf has also been extremely active 
in furthering the strong ties that Virginia 
Beach has with the military. Her 
perspective is first-hand, having spent more 
than 30 years as the wife of a Coast Guard 
captain. As mayor, she appoints and chairs 
the Military Liaison Commission for the 
city. 

Her efforts on behalf of education, 
tourism, humanitarianism and community 
service have not gone unnoted. Oberndorf 
was the recipient of the Humanitarian 
Award from the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews and was named 
Outstanding Woman of the Year by the 
Hampton Roads Business Community. 

A 1964 graduate of Old Dominion 
University, Oberndorf was named a 
Distinguished Alumni and presented the 
Shining Example Award by the Southeast 
Tourism Society. Memberships include the 
U.S. Conference of Mayors, National 




League of Cities, Virginia Municipal 
League and Virginia Institute of 
Government among others. 

All this and Oberndorf, a mother and 
grandmother, still doesn't mind taking time 
for Virginia Beach's youngest residents and 
future leaders. 

As the clock neared her next appointment, 
two pre-teens sitting at a nearby table 
packed up their bookbags to leave. But 
walking past the mayor, they stopped, then 
quietly introduced themselves. 

"I met you one time, mayor. Do you 
remember me? It was at the amphitheater in 
the parking lot..." one of the girls began. 

Oberndorf recalled the evening. While she 
surely meets thousands of young girls each 
year, this one left feeling extra special.

Legends and lore underscore 'lunacy' of superstitions

Last weekend talk of 17th- 
century superstitions was on the 
minds of guests assembled for the 
"Legends, Lore and Lunacy" 
folklore program at the Adam 
Thoroughgood House. 

Ignorance, of course, was the 
"prime element" of superstitious 
belief. Adding fear of the unknown 
to ignorance resulted in an even 
deeper belief. 

Colonial America was an 
especially intimidating place for 
the English in the 1600s. Fear of 
the unknown was in their hearts. 
The New World was not like the 
Old World in Europe. The woods, 
forests, fields and rivers were filled 
with exotic creatures which 
inspired both wonder and terror. 
Fear from attack by the Spanish or 
the indigenous population was an 
immediate possibility. 

The familiar customs, beliefs and 
superstitions of the old country 
were transported to the Virginia 
Colony. These familiar old 
superstitions helped the 
transplanted colonists to feel 
protected in their new environs in 
the same way that everyday place 
names — Norfolk, Portsmouth, 
Suffolk, Hampton and York — 
later served to make them feel at 
home in their new world. 

Roberta Whisman, Thorough- 
good House manager, explained 
that lack of scientific knowledge 
led people of the 17th century to 
turn toward superstition for 
resolving and dealing with life's 
problems. 

"So if they couldn't come up 
with an explanation scientifically, 
they came up with one that made 
sense for their own belief system," 
she said. 

Personal protection from evil 
spells and sickness was a primary 
concern. Therefore, charms, 
amulets and talismans were popular 
with the people of the 17th 
century. Common charms included 
crossing one's fingers for good luck 
— a custom still practiced today. 
Amulets and talismans, such as 
precious stones, rings, bracelets, 
and selected animal parts, were 
believed to supply the wearer with 
"imagined protection" from 
sickness and other evils because 
they possessed special powers. 

Copper bracelets, four-leaf 
clovers, and rabbits feet were some 
of the preferred talismans that have 
traveled through time to the present 
day. 

Many good luck pieces were 
passed down from generation to 
generation. Early wills were a 
testament to the value and 
importance that the first settlers 
placed upon objects that were 
believed to bring good luck. 

Many 17th century 
superstitions, as might be 
imagined, centered upon the

protection of the home and hearth. 

The horseshoe, for example, was 
a talisman of good luck. . Mounted 
points upward above the front door 
of a dwelling, it was believed to 
bring good luck and to keep 
witches from entering. 

Witches were afraid of horses 
(that's why they rode brooms) and 
would associate the shoe with the 
horse. If the horseshoe were 
mounted points down, it was 
believed that the luck would "run 
out." 

It was also believed unlucky to 
cut, buy or use a new broom in the 
month of May (broom salesmen in 
England and Colonial Virginia 
would take their vacations in May 
when broom sales were down 
dramatically). When a new broom 
was first used, it had to be first 
employed to sweep something 
inside the home. If it were 
otherwise used, all the good luck 
would be swept out of the home. 

An additional household 
superstition involved handling and 
dropping eating utensils while 
attending to preparing meals or 
setting a table. If a knife happened 
to be dropped by accident.it was 
thought that a male visitor could 
be expected. While if a fork were 
dropped by mistake, a female 
visitor could be the next arrival. 

If a handful of table ware was 
dropped, people believed that a 
large group could be anticipated in 
the near future. 

Historic interpreter Nancy Baker, 
pointed out the special safeguard 
that holly trees were believed to 
provide. 

"Then, of course, holly trees 
were believed to protect houses 
from lightning, she noted. "If you 
had a holly tree near your house, it 
would keep the lightning from 
hitting your home." 

She seemed almost convinced 
that this old superstition might 
have some merit 

Spilled salt was the sign of a 
broken friendship which, of course, 
was bad luck. 

In those early years, having 
friends (or at least folks that could 
be counted on in times of trouble) 
was essential to survival. To lose

a friendship was terrible luck. 

Romance and love was another 
important focus of 17th-century 
superstition. 

It was believed that a young 
woman could catch a glimpse of 
her future husband in the mirror by 
candlelight if, when combing her 
hair, she ate an apple. 

Many a Colonial maiden, 
fantasized about snaring a vision 
of her future mate while chomping 
on a Granny Smith or a Golden 
Delicious. The only drawback was 
the remote possibility that the 
image of the devil might appear 
instead. Many Colonial women 
(some modern women too) didn't 
realize that they had actually 
married the devil until some time 
after the wedding. By that time, of 
course, it was far too late. 

Another romantic superstition 
was associated with Midsummer's 
Eve. It was believed that if a 
woman, on Midsummer's Eve, 
dipped her shift in fair water 
(fresh, spring water), turned it 
wrong side out and hung it on a 
chair before the fire that she could 
"divine the image of the man that 
she would marry." On another 
chair opposite the shift, some salt 
had to be placed. Perhaps the most 
difficult part of this ritual was that 
silence was required during the 
procedure. 

Finally, the heavy 
emphasis that was placed upon 
witches and witchcraft regarding 
17th century superstitions made it 
clear that people of that period 
considered witches and witchcraft to 
be real threats. Witchcraft trials in 
Princess Anne County and Salem, 
Massachusetts indicated that being 
accused of witchcraft was serious 
business — a hanging offense. 

Irene Halle, the interpreter who 
portrays Grace Sherwood, the 
Witch of Pungo, was also on hand 
at the Thoroughgood House to tell 
Sherwood's side of the witch story. 

According to Halle, "Grace 
Sherwood was a victim of jealousy 
because she was beautiful and 
independent." The additional fact 
that she tended to be "flirtatious 
with other women's husbands" 
probably had a good deal to due 
with her being accused and 
convicted of witchcraft by an 
"unbiased" jury of women. 

In her hand, Halle held a glass 
vessel plugged with a cork called a 
"witch's bottle." 

This device was used to protect 
homes from witches in 17th 
century Virginia. She went on to 
explain, "Some of these have 
actually been found near old homes 
in Princess Anne County." 

"They contain iron nails and 
brass pins and they must have 
human urine in them," Halle said. 
"Then you turn them upside down 
and bury them near the home that 
you want protected," she 
illustrated. "In turning them 
upside down, you're reversing any 
spell that a witch might cast," 
explained Halle. 

In addition to burying bottles 
near the house and nailing 
horseshoes to the front door to 
ward off witches, it was a common 
practice to plant a fir tree of some 
sort near the front door. 

Baker told of the 17th-century 
beliefs regarding these trees. 

"Before a witch could go into a 
household, she had to count all the 
needles on the cedar. Of course, 
she would get tired of that and just 
go on her way." 

Another prevailing practice was 
to place a knife, salted bread, and a 
Bible in a baby's cradle to ward off 
witches and the Devil. Witches, it 
was belicxed hated salt, and would 
stay clear. They believed the knife 
would cut evil spells and that the 
Bible would keep the Devil away. 

Salt was also sprinkled in the 
doorways to discourage witches 
from entering the house, and the 
herb rosemary was believed to offer

protection against evil spirits, the 
evil eye, and witchcraft. It was 
frequently stuffed in a lock or worn 
on one's person to ward off evil. 

These old superstitious beliefs 
were taken very seriously by those 
who lived in 17th-century Virginia 
Beach. There was more to them 
than just habit or custom because 
they not only influenced thought, 
they affected behavior. 

Even today there is a certain 
quaint charm to some of these old 
superstitions and some of them 
among segments of the population 
even today. Hindsight is 20/20. 

In our times, of course, the 
superstitions of the 1600s might 
look a little foolish. It's easy to be 
amused and chuckle at these 
peculiar 17th-century beliefs that 
stemmed from ignorance and fear. 
It's also easy to dismiss those poor 
fools of that time as being 
incredibly gullible to believe such 
drivel. If they are to be judged at 
all, it's only fair that it must be 
within the context of the time 
period in which they lived. We 
must be careful when throwing 
stones. 

Have we really "wised up" over 
the last 300 years? Of course, 
anyone seriously holding such 
superstitious beliefs today would 
be laughed out of town or awarded 
a scholarship to a mental 
institution (perhaps even elected to 
the school board or city council). 

Everyone today knows that to 
avoid walking under a ladder is just 
common sense. Something could 
obviously fall on you. There's 
certainly nothing unlucky about 
the number 13. Many large hotels 
don't even have a 13th floor. 
Hardly anyone even wears amulets, 
rings or necklaces anymore, right? 
They're just a waste of money. 
And that business of black cats 
being witches?

There was plenty of tail 
wagging and canine love Sunday 
at the Virginia Beach SPCA's 
annual Walk for the Animals at 
Tidewater Community College. 

One of the society's biggest 
fund-raisers, it generally averages 
$15,000, said walk chairman Kat 
Lambert. 

Although the event didn't 
receive its normal turnout 
because of the rain, participants 
walked inside of the tent. Prizes 
were awarded for the best 
costumes and the most money 
raised. 

The owners were cool, calm 
and collected and their pets well- 
behaved, friendly and cute. The 
dogs varied widely in size, colors 
and breeds. But, the bond 
between the dogs and their 
owners was unmistakable and 
remarkable. 

Ashly Mystry brought her 5- 
year-old Mexican chihuahua, 
Rojo to the event. The two- 
pound dog shivered with 
nervousness and cold, but 
challenged any dog that came 
near her master. 

"She doesn't like large dogs 
near me," Mystry said. "A big 
dog knocked me down one time, 
and Rojo saw it. Now she's very 
protective. She's a Great Dane in 
a teeny, tiny little body." 



Mystry said she first became 
interested in chihuahuas after she 
was in a car accident, and wanted 
a little dog to sit on her lap. She 
breeds the animals and said they 
are low maintenance and have 
few health problems. 

Mystry became involved with 
the SPCA Walk for the Animals 
because she loves critters and 
wants to "help out" any way she 
can. She also has a cat, other 
dogs, a bird and a snake at home. 

Volunteer Liz Reynolds 
brought Daisy, her white, 10- 
year-old shaggy mixed breed to 
help with the event. 

Like many of the others, Daisy 
is an SPCA "alumni" and 
Reynold's favorite companion. 
The pooch travels with Reynolds 
on business trips and even stays 
at hotels with her. 

Reynolds bragged that Daisy is 
an SPCA "success" story. 

"She does elevators, escalators 
and revolving doors," Reynolds 
said. 

According to Community 
Outreach Director Dale Johnson, 
the Virginia Beach SPCA 
chapter has been operating for 32 
years. 

"We are the only animal 
shelter to spay and neuter the 
animals before they go home," 
he said. "We also find homes for 
about 65 percent of all dogs and 
35 percent of all cats." 



The society will take any 
animal brought to it. It not only 
provides the animal with another 
chance at a good home, but also 
provides community education 
on the importance of spaying and 
neutering to keep down the 
number of unwanted animals. 
The society also provides 
education on the responsibility 
of and the commitment to pet 
companions. 

"We often get animals from 
people who have had an animal 
for 5 years or more, and they're 
moving to an apartment and 
can't keep the animal," he said. 

Johnson said the abandonment 
and loss of its family is really 
hard and scary for any animal, so 
the society provides a three-page 
adoption form addressing those 
issues so people can look at 
possible future problems such as 
moving, time commitment etc. 
before adopting an animal. 

The society also utilizes the 
services of 200 active adult 
volunteers and 100 junior 
volunteers, aged 13 to 17. It uses 
mentally and physically 
challenged community service 
volunteers to help make litter 
boxes and work in pet therapy 
programs and it provides a 
summer camp for children whose 
mothers are in the area of 
battered women shelters. 

"We want to show the kids

that animals can be trained 
without violence," Johnson said 
of the camp.

Some walkers remained silent, 
some laughed and joked, and 
some sang to the rhythm of the 
rain. 

Marking the walk route were 12 
different posters with the faces 
and stories of Virginians who 
survived the heart disease and/or 
stroke that kill more Americans 
annually than cancer, AIDS and 
accidents combined. Many of 
the walkers had even closer 
encounters with heart disease. 

Wendy Burke, of Chesapeake, 
walked in honor of her 2-year-old 
son, Zachary and wore a card 
with the boy's picture and the 
date of his surgeries. 

"My son is a survivor," she 
smiled. "Now he's as normal as 
normal can be." 

Little Zachary was born with a 
congenital heart that was 
corrected at the Children's 
Hospital of the King's Daughters. 
Burke received a lot of support 
during that time from the 
organization Hearts United Give 
Strength and Support, better 
known as HUGSS. 

Kenneth and Tabatha Riendeau 
of Norfolk had a similar story. 
Their 2-year-old daughter Raven 
was diagnosed with an atrium 
septrical decept when she was 9 
months old. 

"She had a hole in her heart 
about two centimeters big," 
Tabatha said. 

The problem caused Raven's 
body to constantly be under 
pressure as if she had walked a 
mile. When the hole was fixed at 
Yale University Medical Center, 



the baby's energy level increased 
and she hasn't slowed down 
since. 

The Riendeaus raised $50 to 
help support the American Heart 
Association. 

"Someone else raised money to 
help her," Tabatha said, pointing 
to the tot, who sat happily in a 
two-seater covered stroller with 
her 4-year-old brother, Jacob. 
"Hopefully, we've raised enough 
to help someone else." 

One of the volunteers, 13-year- 
old Jeff Uptagrafft of Virginia 
Beach stayed dry under the tent 
where he sold raffle tickets for a 
bicycle and chatted with walkers 
who came in. 

"My grandfather is a heart 
survivor," he said. "He lives in 
South Carolina." Uptagrafft wore 
a red ball cap inscribed with the 
words "Fighting Back," a cap 
also worn by many of the walkers 
who were survivors of heart 
attack or stroke. 

In another affair of the heart, 
John Rosario of Norfolk pranced 
around in his bright red 
"Heartman" costume. 

"This pumps me up," he 
proclaimed, thumping his chest. 

Rosario and his own "heart- 
throb," Angela Paneitz, met at 
an American Heart Walk in 
Lakeland, Fla. and have been 
involved with the organization 
locally since 1995. The two have 
also just gotten their marriage 
license and are ready to tie the 
knot 

The couple said they support 
the American Heart Association 
because most of its funds are 
raised through private donations ■ 



and it has the highest rate of 
dollars that go directly to 
research. 

"It's also a problem that hits all 
of us," Paneitz said. 

According to national statistics, 
cardiovascular disease accounts 
for more than 42 percent of the 
deaths in the United States. Last 
year alone, it killed 954,000 
Americans. 

It is estimated that 250,000 of 
those deaths, or 12 percent, are 
due to lack of regular physical 
activity. Even low-to-moderate 
activities, when done 30 minutes 
per day, can benefit individuals. 
Those activities include pleasure 
walking, climbing stairs, 



gardening, yard work, moderate- 
to-heavy house work, dancing 
and home exercise. 

Doing other aerobic activities, 
such as brisk walking, running, 
swimming, bicycling, skating and 
jump-roping 3-4 times per week 
for 30-60 minutes are best for 
improving the heart and lungs. 

The American Heart 
Association urges people to "get 
moving" by starting slow and 
having fun. The risk of heart 
attack can be also be 
substantially cut by not smokiqg, 
controlling high blood pressure, 
eating a low-fat, low cholesterol 
diet, and weight control.

These units, powered either by direct 
or alternating current, should be installed in rooms or 



This 
configuration minimizes potential false alarms caused by 
kitchen smoke and warns you of a fire before deadly 
smoke and fumes can reach your sleeping quarters.

METHODS OF

single-station typos - both tho alarm and 
sensor are housed in tho same cloctncally- 
poworod unit Tho common methods of 
smoko dotoction aro given below, and aro 
often used in tandem. 

• Ionization: small chambers within the 
dotcctor are bombarded with radiation, 
creating an electric current, li smoko 
particles break this currant, the alarm is 
triggerod. Ionization sensors aro most 
offectivo in detecting tho small smoke 
particles gonoratod by fast-burning fires. 

• Photoelectric: A light-emitting diode 
shines continually until smoko scatters 
light near dotcctor. Large smoke particles 
roleased by smoldering fines are detected 
most easily by photoelectric sensors. 






3. DOUBLE DETECTOR UNIT: This uses 
both ionization and photoelectric sonsors, . 
This typo b designed to avoid (also alarms by 
filtering out ambient light 11 is powered by 
a single 9-volt battery. 



If you uso gas for cooking or heating, you should 
consider a GAS DETECTOR. A solid state 
unit, plugged into household current, sounds an 
alarm when propane or natural gases in the air 
reach potentially dangerous concentrations. 



TIPS 

• If your house has more than one storey, 
or split levols, install fire alarms with 
emorgoncy lights over stairways along lire 
exit routos. 

• Fire alarms alone are not enough; you 
should also havo a rohoarsod plan of 
cscapo. Mako sure that children can 
unlock doors and windows and havo lull 
understanding of escape routos.

Adams Outdoor Advertising, 
which owns the Shore Drive 
billboard, was not cooperative 
throughout the ordeal. 

"They thought they could wear 
us down." 

Macaii said that the city was sued 
in connection with the ordinance in 
federal court, and won. He said 
that the ordinance requires that the 
billboard be on 10,000 square feet 
of property and includes setbacks 
and lot frontage requirements. He 
said the requirements make it 
impossible to subdivide the 
property so that space could be 
reserved for a billboard. 

Councilman Linwood Branch 
said that some of the property 
where billboards are located are not 
developable. The billboards could 
remain there. He said the current 
ordinance should be reinforced. 

Harrison said that buying up the 
property may be one way since the 
city is trying to make the city 
belter and more attractive. He said 
that the city needs an alternate 
solution to the ordinance it has. 

Macaii said there are other ways 
and that he would look into them. 

City Attorney Leslie Lilley said 
that both Macaii and Janesek have 
been aggressive in enforcement of 
the ordinance. They are both 
experts on the problem" and we 
have them on our staff," addedCity 
Manager James K. Spore. 

Branch said that he would like 
the background on why the 
ordinance allows the billboards to 
be repaired. 

Macaii said that the State Code 
says that a non-conforming use 
stays if it is not unused for two 
years. "I'm not sure we can make 
(the ordinance) stronger, but we can 
look, said Macaii. 

And billboards are not the only 
offensive signs. Mayor Meyera 
Obemdorf repeated her indictment 
of individuals who place signs on 
trucks, old vans, anything and park 
them on parking lots. Every time, 
the city plugs in a loophole, "they" 
find new ways to get around the 
law. 

Harrison added that realtors' 
signs proliferate at places like 
warehouses, although all the spaces 
may be full, and at least half of 
them are encroaching in the city 
right-of-way. He said that he 
estimates about 50 percent of those 
signs can be taken down. 

That's something else to add to 
Janesek's domain.

not include the $1.6 to $1.8 million 
the city would be committing of 
its future tax revenue stream 
growth for its share of the 
operating costs. 

Block estimated that the final 
financial plan will be a mix of 
local, private and grant funds, but 
the majority will come from city 
sources. The city's share of the 
million dollar design cost of 
$600,000 to $700,000 would be 
in the 1999 budget. 

The resolution adopted by 
council Tuesday is contingent on 
state support. "If the state does not 
provide the funds," said Block, 
"there will be no local 
commitment." 

The resolution commits the city 
to the provision of up to $13 
million for the design, construction 
and furnishing of the center with 
the understanding that funding 
committed by the city will be 
provided from a variety of sources 
at the discretion of council.
